Harry and Karen Carpenter, 
Oakland, sailed to victory in the 
1989 Flying Scot Wife/Husband 
National Championship held 
June 24-25 on the Chesapeake 
Bay. Thirty-four couples 
participated in the event, 
hosted by the West River Sail- 
ing Club in Galesville 

A seminar on boat handling 
and sail trim was presented 
jointly by the Gordon Douglass 
Boat Co., represented by the 
Carpenters, and by Schurr Sails 
of Pensacola, Fla., represented 
by Steve Bellows 

Both races were cancelled 
Saturday because of conditions 
ranging from very light winds 
with a two-knot current to a sud- 
den squall.

Today's 
blucberries are cultivated and harvested cn masse. Although the fresh bluc 
berry scason stretches from carly May on into September, the peak scason is 
mid-Junc to mid-August. 

These tangy delights sccm to appear at cvery meal in some form, they 
are stirred into pancake battcr, baked into muffins and pics, tossed in fruit 
salads, sprinkled on ice cream and yogurt, and top the traditional cheesecake 


LEMON-BLUEBERRY TRIFLE 
1 (10%4-ounce) frozen pound cake, thawed 
1 (342-ounce) package lemon instant pudding mix 
1 (21-ounce) can blueberry pie filling

“There has always been 
something about the biggest, 
the wealthiest, the best 
known, the most prestigious, 
that has appealed to me,” 
said Robin Leach. “It's al- 
ways seemed to me that that 
is what people want to know 
about.” 

Which, of course, is what 
drew Leach to become 
executive producer, host and 
writer of Lifestyles of the 
Rich and Famous, Runaway 
with the Rich and Famous 
and Fame, Fortune and 
Romance 

The son of a Harrow, 
England, office manager, 
Leach began his journalism 
career at the age of 15 
reporting on flower shows 
for The Harrow Observer 
From Harrow, he moved to 
London's prestigious Daily 
Mail, and for two years 
served as Britain's youngest 
ever Page One reporter. In 
1963, at the age of 21, Leach 
moved to New York, where 
he sold shoes at a Fifth 
Avenue department store 
while looking for newspaper 
work 

Leach worked briefly finer 


co-founded the 
magazine GO and wound up 
writing a gossip column for 
the tabloid The Star.

He began his television 
reporting for the 


morning shows on KABC in 
Los Angeles and WABC in 
New York. In 1980 he joined 
Cable News Network's 
(CNN) People Tonight, and 
a year later began reporting 
for the nationally syndicated 
Entertainment Tonight 

It was while working for 
ET that the idea for 
Lifestyles was born. “I 
became more and more frus- 
trated with the type of cele- 
brity interviews | was doing 
for television,” said Leach 
“We'd do these wonderful 
interviews in people's 
houses, but we'd never see 
how they lived. We'd never 
even see the chairs they were 
sitting on.” 

Critics cut the shows to

The recycling grass clippings and other 
debris is best achieved with a lawn mower that can be easily

There are two approaches to recycling yard wastes — to bag 
the clippings and yard wastes and use them as raw materials in a 
mulch or compost, or to return the clippings to the lawn while

HOW TO USE BAGGED GRASS 
CLIPPINGS AND YARD WASTES 

Growing conditions, influenced by temperature and rainfall 
will determine the amount of clippings you'll produce in a single 
mowing. When the grass is too wet and thick, or if you've just 
returned from a two week vacation, you will want to bag the 
clippings or rake to remove the heavy build-up. Homeowners may 
want to bag the clippiings for appearance sake as well. Consider 
recycling these bagged clippings and other yard wastes as a 
mulch in your garden or planting beds, or begin your own 
composting program 

Mulch — How Something So Simple Works So Well 

Disposing of yard wastes can be made easy, even if your 
municipality limits or discontinues pick-up. Using those 
materials for mulch is a simple, workable solution. To get 
Started 

use a sharp mower blade to get finer grass clippings and then 
bag the clippings 

consider using a leaf shredder accessory and large capacity 
leaf bag for fall clean-up, and then bag the leaves or discharge 
them on your lawn for a quick winter mulch; 

and for woody materials up to 1" in diameter, 
purchase a chipper/shredder or cut them with hand tools 

Then, use the mulch for weed control and water retention by 
simply spreading it beneath plants and between garden rows. The 
yard wastes will work first as a mulch and then as soil enrichment 
as decomposition proceeds 

An important note grass which has been treated with 
pesticides or killers should not be used as mulch 
immediately after mowing. Some of these chemicals take six 
weeks to break down, so compost treated grass clippings instead 
of using ther as mulch 

Composting — Cost Savings and 
Convenience Make It A Natural Choice 

If you have a garden, lawn, trees, shrubs or even planter 
boxes, you have a use for compost. Composting is a biological 
process in which bacteria, over time, break down plant tissue, 
with the resulting organic material returned to the soil 

Here's how compost makes soil healthier 

organic matter produced by composting improves plant 
growth by loosening heavy clay soils which allows for better root 
penetration, by improving the capacity of sandy soils to hold 
water and nutrients, and by adding essential nutrients to any soil; 

and improving your soil benefits your plants, and healthy 
plants help clean the air and conserve soil 

Fallen leaves, grass clippings, weeds and the remains of 
garden plants can all be used as raw materials for composting 
An inexpensive, easy, non-polluting way to compost is with the 
use of a holding bin. A compost holding bin requires no exact 
proportions, but a four-by-four foot cube is recommended to 
feta™ heat dTririgU winter® The bit can & made ‘wth snow 
fence, woven wire, spaced bricks or wood. Prefabricated bins can 
also be purchased through most gardening catalogues 

Locate a convenient spot for your holding bin, first removing 
grass and sod cover to allow materials direct contact with soil 
microorganisms. As yard wastes are bagged and collected, drop 
them into the holding bin. Chopping your garden wastes or 
running thern through a shredding machine will speed their 
composting, as will alternating high-carbon and high-nitrogen 
materials, and keeping up good moisture and aeration. This 
method will take from six months to two years to produce 
compost

Grass Clippings — Use Them While You Mow 

During the summer months, grass clippings can account for a 
whopping 50% of residential trash. Grass clippings not only use up 
valuable landfill space, but contribute to methane gas and 
leachate problems as well. Grass makes incinerators less 
efficient because of its high moisture content. Here are some 
reasons for returning your clippings to the lawn while you mow 

the bigger the lawn, the more clippings, the greater the 
expense for you and your city's sanitation department; 

grass clippings decompose rapidly on your lawn; 

every trash bag of grass clippings contains up to a quarter 
pound of usuable organic nitrogen, which can reduce your 
fertilization costs by recycling them back into the lawn; 

grass clippings reduce water evaporation from the lawn, 
provide a cushioning layer to reduce lawn wear, and facilitate 
better growth by providing nutrients and keeping the soil 
temperature cooler

Taxpayers Give 
To Bay Effort. 
Endangered Species 


Records show that &3.539 tax- 
payers donated over $964,000 — 
far more than projected — on 
their 1988 state income tax re- 
turns to help the Chesapeake 
Bay and endangered species in 
Maryland, Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
and Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced at a press 
conference held at Sandy Point 
State Park near Annapolis on 
Wednesday, August 2 

‘This placed Maryland 
second only to New York in 
first-year contributions among 
M states with environmental 
checkoff programs,’ Goldstein 
added 

The comptroller § and 
Governor Schaefer presented 
checks totaling $404,967.35 each 
to officials representing the 
Chesapeake Bay Trust and the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources as equal shares from 


wie Chesapeake Ray apd Ete 


dangered Species Trust Fund 
The fund was established by the 
General Assembly to support 
Bay-related projects and other 
activities protecting wildlife 
from contributions offered by 
taxpayers in a special checkoff 
feature on the 1988 state return 

‘While most of the donations 
came from taxpayers who de- 
ducted their contributions from 
their state tax refund, $160,289 
of the total came from 13,894 


Dousie Do.tar Deas 
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taxpayers who owed additional 
state income tax with their re- 
turns. Clearly, many Mary- 
landers share a great concern 
and commitment to our Chesa- 
peake Bay and environment,"’ 
Goldstein said 

The comptroller pointed out 
over 1,430 of the 83,539 contrib- 
utors donated $50 or more. The 
largest contribution appears to 
be $1,000 from a taxpayer from 
Baltimore City. There were 23 
contributions of $300 or more 
while more than 63,000 do 
nations were offered in amounts 
of $10 or less. 

“Probably the most unusual 
contributions came from people 
who didn’t even have to file a 
tax return, like the second 
grade students at Lothian Ele- 
mentary School in Anne 
Arunde] County. Last May, they 
gave $100 to the fund, earned 
through a recycling project in- 
volving aluminum cans,"’ Gold- 
stein said 

“Some people may say that 
$100 won't do very much to help 


the Chesapeake Bay, but 
they're wrong,’’ Governor 
Schaefer said.d “A $100 do- 


nation tan Suy~w icteletianges; - 


including: 12 test kits to study 
the water quality in streams; or 
two nesting boxes for wood 
ducks; or 100 plantings of 
marsh grass; or 800 pine tree 
seedlings 

“So we should all applaud 
those Lothian Elementary 
schoolchildren. And we should 
also thank each and every one 
of the 83,539 taxpayers who 
contributed to this great effort, 
exceeding all of the pro)- 
ections,"’ the governor added 

Montgomery County led the 
way with the largest number of 
taxpayers contributing (18,372) 
and the largest amount con- 
tributed ($257,943). Baltimore 
County was the second largest 
source of contributions, with 
13,964 taxpayers contributing 
$141,584. Ninety-four Garrett 
taxpayers contributed $757.81 

Howard and Montgomery 
Counties had the largest per- 
centage of participation, with 
3.9% and 3.8% of their respec- 
tive taxpayers contributing to 
the fund. The highest average 
contribution came from Calvert 
County, where 1,133 taxpayers 
donated an average of $15.17 
The statewide average contri- 
bution was $11.44 

“This special contribution 
opportunity raised money to 
help an important natural re- 
source and economic asset in 
Maryland, and that's one of the 
reasons why it was so success- 
ful," Goldstein said. “It was 
unique, and it went towards 
something vital to all of us 

“We should not clutter the 
state tax form with other kinds 
of checkoffs. Studies from other 
states show that additional 
checkoffs can be counter-pro- 
ductive, and they confuse tax- 
payers who are trying to com- 
plete their tax returns,” he 
said 

Total contributions for the 
fund to date amount to $964,008 
Of that amount, $154,073 was 
earmarked by law to cover 
start-up costs for the program 
including computer system 
changes to the income tax pro- 
cessing system required by the 
checkoff opportunity 

The amount that taxpayers 
contributed on line 63 of their 
1988 state return was sub 
tracted from their refunds or 
added to any additional tax they 
vweu a Fie 1 UE eer, 
however, on next year’s federal 
and state returns, if you itemize 
deductions,"’ Goldstein said 
The Chesapeake Bay Trust

Resources will equally divide 
net contributions to the fund 
The Chesapeake Bay Trust 
makes grants for projects at 
improving the Chesapeake Bay, 
while the Department of 
Natural Resources will use its 
funds for endangered species 
habitat projects.

Gouhier's high school is a 
school for students studying 
for admission to a university 
Students must apply to attend 
this high school. Teachers and 
supervisors meet to decide 
those students who are eligible 
to attend the school, based on 
the results of tests and past 
studies. Students not eligible to 
attend the school will go to a 
vocational high school. There is 
a type of junior college students 
may attend, but if they don't at- 
tend the pre-college high school, 
they will not be accepted into a 
university 

“There is social shame if 
students can’t get along in the 
academic stream. You prove 
the academic field,’’ Gouhier 
said 

“It is a very competitive 
system,’’ explained Gouhier 
‘Students know at an early age 
what they want to do and begin 
to study for that. The only op- 
portunity to climb the social 
ladder is to attend a university

It doesn't matter if you don't 
make much money if you are 
known as a thinker. An aura 
surrounds a university degree 
in France. The intellectual life 
is very prized there, so students 
work very hard to get the best 
places in the best universities 
Some are not able to, but the 
students still try. It is very in- 
tellectual and competitive 
The system in France is also 
very democratic, because the 
universities and high schools 
are free. The only difference is 
that students must buy their 
own books. The parent-teacher 
association does organize book 
sales and exchanges, so that it 
doesn't cost as much to buy 
books. Although it is more 
democratic to lend books the 
way they do here,"’ she said 
Students in France begin to 
study foreign languages at the 
age of 11, when they begin mid- 
die school. Students generally 
take at least one foreign 
language, some taking two or 
even three languages aside 
from French. The system is 
broken up so that if the student 
takes more than one foreign 
language, he studies in order of 
first, second and then third 
foreign language. Ninety per- 
cent of the students take 
English as either their first, se- 
cond or third foreign language

as their first language, begin at 
the age of 11, and will then study 
it for seven or eight years 

Gouhier's high school ap- 
parently has a good reputation 
for the study of language in- 
struction, international contact 
and relationships. Students are 
able to study English, German, 
Spanish, Italian, Russian, Latin 
and Greek. The school has three 
foreign language assistants 
from other countries, one each 
from Great Britain, West Ger- 
many and the Soviet Union 

Student exchanges between 
France and other countries are 
conducted and students also 
have the opportunity to go on 
field trips. Leitzel explained one 
combined field trip and cruise 
down the Rhine River 

During Leitzel’s stay in 
France, approximately 15 to 20 
students from France, 
Switzerland, West Germany 
and Denmark spent a week 
together, cruising down the 
Rhine River. This provided one 
of many such opportunities for 
students to practice their 
knowledge of foreign 
languages, as well as get to 
know people from other coun- 
tries 

Other trips were conducted to 
East and West Berlin, to West 
Germany, to Italy and to Spain

Gouhier explained that 
students are able to get dis- 
counls to 
Europe 

“It is easy for students to 
travel in Europe. There are 
youth hostels for them to sleep 
in and they get discounts to 
travel by train. They are able to 
meet other students. It is nor- 
mal for a French person to meet 
and speak other languages with 
other people and to experience 
the commonality of all people,” 
she said. “Our economic ties 
will be bound by 1990, when all 
of Europe has a common 
monetary system. Political ties 
are supposed to be bound by 
1992, so this also makes it im- 
portant to meet other people 
and know their language 

“Students are able to meet 
different people, of different 
cultures. They begin to have a 
different awareness of culture 
and of being,” said Gouhier. 

“The people in every country 
aseered)~France—speek -a- dif- 
ferent language. For example, 
it is no farther from Paris 
(France) to London (England), 
than it is from Oakland to 
Washington, D.C., and two dif- 
ferent languages are spoken, so 
it is more important to know 
more than one language," 
Leitzel explained 

Classes in the French high 
schools are conducted in a way 
that is different from American 
high schools, but similar to our 
universities. Classes are held 
from 8 a.m. to noon, and then 
from 2 p.m. to 6 p.m. Students 
have Wednesday afternoon off, 
but must attend classes on 
Saturday morning 

“It is felt that it is better for 
students to have a break in the 
middle of the week. This also 
provides them with an oppor- 
tunity to study and for seniors to 
write long compositions they 
are assigned,’’ Gouhier explain- 
ed. ‘The principle and middle 
schools have all of Wednesday 
off. The experts feel that it is 
important for young children to 
be able to sleep in late one day 

“A varied schedule is better 
for the rhythm of the student's 
work. It provides a chance for 
persons to think about what 
they have done and what they 
are going to do 

“I had some problems ad- 
justing to the schedule here 
Everyday is the same and I had 
trouble remembering what day 
it was. They all felt the same, 
just like in a factory. It lacked 
variety. What I missed and felt 
I needed the rnost was time to 
think. I never had time to think 
what I was doing here. The 
French system gives the 
teachers and the students time 
to think,"’ she said 

Leitzel also had trouble ad- 
justing to the change in 
schedules. ‘‘My schedule here is 
the same every day. It doesn't 
change. While the French 
system does prepare students 
for the college type of schedule, 
it was hard to adjust to a dif- 
ferent routine every day 
Sometimes I would have two 
hours off and other times | 
would have a different class in a 
different room on a continuous 
basis 

“For example, on Friday, I 
had a class from 9 to 10 a.m., 
then I had a break until my next 
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class every hour until 5 p.m. I 
would just be exhausted on Fri- 
day evening. I had no time to 
think on Friday at all,” he ex- 


plained. “It took me until the 
middle of the school year to get 
accustomed to the routine 

Whether or not the 
routine makes a difference to 
the students is not clear, but 
both teachers agreed that 
French students have a higher 
level of motivation for the 
classes they are studying 

“The motivation is different 
There is a higher level among 
the students I taught this last 
year,”’ said Leitzel 

“The students work for 
results now. They have an im- 
mediate goal to earn the bac- 
calaureate diploma, knowing 
that this is the first step of their 
college studies. My students 
know they will go to university, 
so their goal is to pass the ex- 
ams,"’ Gouhier explained. 

“There is also far more 
respect for teachers in France 
People tend to trust teachers 
because they know that a 
teacher has been educated. This 
doesn't seem to be the case in 
this country,"’ she said. ‘Being 
a teacher gives social status in 
France. This is a useful job for 
the future of the country and 
students accept willingly the 
idea that it is the future they are 
working towards 

“I feel that teachers in 
France are more free and have 
more advantages. They are 
given more responsibility. They 
have teaching hours in school, 
but can spend other time as 
they wish. If they feel it is better 
to work at home alone rather 
than at school, then that is what 
they can do 

Every five years, a teaching

inspector evaluates your work 
The inspector is a specialist in 
his field, like my inspector is a 
specialist in English, and just 
checks on English teachers 
Teachers are 99 percent free 
That doesn't seem to be the case 
here,"’ she said. ‘‘Follow an of- 
ficial syllabus, grade your 
papers, and no one will inquire 
as to how you do your job 
because teachers are respected 
and trusted there." 

Leitzel agreed with Gouhier 
up to a point. ‘In many respects 
it is an idealist system,"’ he 
said. “I would like to see our 
education system more cen 
tralized. There are many 
aspects of their system I would 
like to see us have here, par- 
ticularly a national or statewide 
exam; but otherwise, I like the 
regular rhythm we have here. It 
took me till mid-year to feel 
comfortable with the classes 
there,"’ he said 

“It was a very positive ex- 
perience, though,"’ he con- 
tinued. “Living in a different 
environment, understanding 
the French education system 
from the inside and getting to 
know about a new culture first 
hand was great. Of course, I 
also took full advantage of all 
the cultural events that a Euro- 
pean city that size has to offer,”’ 
Leitzel said 

“The whole experience was 
extremely positive for me too," 
said Gouhier. “‘It was a 
constructive test of my 
capabilities to adjust and I'm 
pleased that I lived up to the 
task, both in the daily life and in

STORAGE OF FRESH FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 


Whether you grow your own 
vegetables or the Mountain 
Fresh Tail Gate Market enticed 
you into buying farm fresh 
produce, it is important to know 
correct storage methods once 
you bring fruits and vegetables 
home 

The most important aspect of 
storage is to preserve vitamins 
and minerals, secondary are 
texture and visual appeal 
Proper packaging and storage 
location can satisfy both 
concerns 

For a start — do you know the 
temperature of your refrigera- 
tor? Only with a thermometer 
can you be sure it is 4 degrees 

40 degrees F., the optimal 
temperature for most foods 

Green or snap beans can be 
wrapped in plastic bags, but use 
within a few days. Cooking 
them until almost done will pre- 
serve the flavor until they are 
served. Beets can be kept in the 
vegetable crisper for two 
weeks, but the tops should be 
used while still fresh. Broccoli, 
many people's favorite, should 
be washed, wrapped in plastic 
ard refrigerated for no more 
than three days for optimal 
flavor. Brussels sprouts need to 
be in the refrigerator in an air- 
tight plastic bag, used promptly

nutrient high in all cruciferous 
vegetables (means belonging to 
the cabbage family, like cauli- 
flower, collards, kale, kohlrabi, 
savoy). ‘‘Crinkled’’ cabbage 
should be trimmed of outermost 
loose leaves, then stored in a 
plastic bag in the refrigerator 
Treat red, green and white 
cabbage the same even though

it will keep longer (approxi- 
mately 10 days) 

Remove all green tops from 
carrots and plastic wrap in the 
refrigerator. Celery should be 
rinsed well, towel dried and 
refrigerated in plastic. All leafy 
greens should be in a plastic 
bag also in the refrigerator. Use 
as soon as possible and wash 
thoroughly before cooking 


Many people have a ‘‘secret"’ 
way of storing corn that makes 
theirs the best. Until you find 
your own special technique, 
keep corn unhusked and 
uncovered in the refrigerator 
and use as soon as possible 
Lettuce can be washed, patted 
dry and wrapped in a damp 
towel or put into a crisper, then 
refrigerated. Remove all 
bruised sections, trimming the 
core may extend the storage 
time. Mushrooms need to be 
used within two days while the 
gills are still pinkish or light 
tan. Wipe them clean, do not 
peel or soak. 

Onions respond well to 
storage in a cool, dry place with 
good air circulation. Freeze 
unused portions. Peas must be 
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kept cold to retain their sweet 
flavor, shell before cooking 
Peppers also do not keep much 
beyond a few days in the 
vegetable crisper. Potatoes are 
best kept in a cool, dark, well- 
aired bin. All squashes, except 
summer squash which needs 
refrigeratoring, require a cool, 
dry place for long-term storage 

Storage of tomatoes creates a 
controversy because the corm- 
mercial product will not ripen 
more and will get mushy if not 
refrigerated, while the home- 
grown vegetable (it is really 
classified as a fruit) can be 
ripened in a paper bag or light 
(not sunlight) and then may be 
refrigerated 

Turnip has long-keeping 
quality, especially in the 
refrigerator, but remove tops 
first.

Summer Heat 
Can Knock Out 
Vilk Production 


As the thermometer inches 
upward, the feed intake of dairy 
cattle is inching downward 
Along with poor appetites, 
many cows are also eating 
energy-poor feedstuffs. This 
one-two punch can knock out 
production if not managed 
correctly 

Cattle, like people, do not eat 
as much when they are hot 
And, when cattle go off feed 
they generally reduce forage 
intake first. Cattle voluntarily 
decreasing forage consumption 
are also reducing the amount of 
natural rumen buffer being 
produced 

“Whenever cattle are con- 
suming a low fiber, high grain 
diet, a buffer should be used to 
normalize the rumen pH,"’ says 
Dr. Louis Armentano, associate 
professor of dairy service, 
University of Wisconin — 
Madison 

If the rumen pH isn't 
stabilized between 6.2 and 6.8, 
many things can occur, most 
notably milk fat depression 
Along with this, fiber digest- 
ibility decreases because the 
rumen is too acidic for the 
microbes to work properly, 
Armentano says 

Research at major univer- 
sities has shown sodium bicar- 
bonate is effective in normal- 
izing the rumen pH. 

“Adding sodium bicarbonate 
to the ration will help increase 
feed intake which results in 
higher milk production. This 
also minimizes milk fat 
depression when forage dry 
matter decreases,"’ says Dr 
Tom Sweeney, manager of 
animal research and technical 
services for the Agricultural

A popular expression 
“It’s not over until it’s 
over!’’ is one way to 
describe the ‘“‘settle- 
ment’’ of a real estate 
transaction. 

Whether you are 
buying or selling a 
home, the ‘“‘sale’’ be- 
gins to take place when 
an Agreement of Sale 
is first signed. That 
agreement spells out 
the rights and obliga- 
tions of both buyers 
and sellers in the 
transaction.

Help Your Horse 
This Summer By 
Fighting Flies 


There's no single answer that 
suits every barn when it comes 
to controlling annoying and 
disease-carrying flies. But 
there are a variety of options — 
chemical! and non-chemical! 
from which to devise a program 
that can make a substantial 
difference in each individual 
barn and for each horse 

Decreasing 
Production of Flies 

The first step to good fly con- 
trol is good sanitation — fre- 
quently cleaned stalls, and 
elimination of wet areas where 
fly breeding is most likely tc 
occur. Removal of manure 
from the pasture and run-in 
sheds by manure fork or 
“vacuum” also will help. 

One method that interferes 
with the breeding cycle uses 
nature to combat nature. This is 
the “Fly Predator,” a tiny 
wasp-like insect that is bite-less 
and sting-less, but does feed on 
flies. The insect kills the 
immature fly and consumes its 
body for nutrition. Specific to 
flies, the Fly Predator 
reportedly does not attack any 
other animal, including 
humans, and does not migrate 
into nearby human living 
quarters. (Anyone desiring 
more information may write

Killing Adult Flies 

Starting with non-chemical 
products, there are some de- 
vices that some people report 
having a helpful effect. These 
include electronic bug zappers, 
and several models of fly traps 
that use attractants to trap flies 
and kill them. 

There are a number of 
insecticides that have proven 
themselves as fly-killers. In 
recent years, many manu- 
facturers have concentrated on 
the production of preparations 
using pyrethrins natural 
extractions taken from 
chrysanthemums . that are 
reported harmless to warm- 
blooded animals, but deadly to 
insects. 

All chemical preparations 
should, of course, be examined 
by the barn owner and checked 
with a vet if doubt arises as to 
the safety of the ingredients.

Hints To Growers

Early Blight 

Early Blight is starting to show up on tomatoes. The disease 
is caused by the fungus Alternaria solani. Symptoms of the 
disease start with dark brown spots with dark concentric rings on 
the older leaves. On green or ripe fruit, spots usually begin at the 
stern end and develop into a black leathery sunken area, often 
with dark concentric rings. The fungicides Manzate 200 and 
Bravo 720 will help control the disease. Apply the spray every 
seven days 

Cucumber Mosaic 

This disease has been around a long time. The disease is 
caused by a virus. Symptoms first appear on younger leaves 
which curl downward and become moittied, distorted, wrinkied 
and reduced in size. Fruit is often misshapen, mottled, warty and 
reduced in size. Infected fruit may look like a ‘‘White Pickle" in 
which there is very little green color. The virus is mainly trans- 
mitted by aphids. Also, when you pick the cucumber, you can 
transmit the virus. Controls include using resistant varieties, 
avoid planting near perennial flowers and control the insects with 
an effective insecticide program.

Space sprays, fogs and mists 
with a shorter residual effect 
are useful if horses are confined 
in an enclosed area. Battery 
operated units are available 
that will effectively control flies 
in a single box stall, and a few 
such units will handle a small 
barn withoeply afew stalls, 

Insecticide strips will reduce 
the fly population in a tack 
room, storage room, or even 
box stall, but should be kept 
well above a horse's reach. 

Insecticide baits are made for 
use in areas where flies congre- 
gate, but they are not recom- 
mended for use where they may 
be obtained by small children or 
domestic animals. 

Protecting the Horse 

A very effective non-chemical 
aid is the fly mask, a mesh hood 
that with a hole for the ears that 
is secured by a velcro fastening 
under the jaw. Although the ap- 
pearance of a hooded herd is a 
little startling at first, the 
masks do not interfere with the 
horse's vision, and do keep flies 
from landing around the eyes 

Also available are various 
string or fringe arrangements, 
which are fastened to a halter 
and hang over the eyes. They 
depend upon movement to 
“shoo” flies away. A chemical 
version, which has its own 
elastic halter, is said to deposit 
insecticide where it touches the 
horse's skin 

A useful device to carry on 
trail rides is a fly wisk, which 
often is the only way to deal 
with the huge body flies that 
cunningly land on the horse's 
croup, just out of reach of the 
tail. 

In the chemical area are a 
number of wipes and sprays, 
with either or both repellent and 
insecticide action. The newest 
version this year comes mixed 
with a sunscreen. These sprays 
are effective for finite periods

“If you get Social Security,"’ 
said Elaine Watson, Social 
Security District Manager in 
Cumberland, ‘‘you probably get 
your payments by direct 
deposit. If not, it’s time to think 
about a change." 

Direct deposit is now con- 
sidered the normal way of 
receiving Social Security or 
supplemental security income 
payments, she said, noting that 
more people get their payments 
by direct deposit than by any 
other method. ‘‘Most people like 
it because it’s such a safe and 
convenient way to receive pay- 
ments,"’ she said 


With direct deposit, payments 
are sent electronically and 
deposited in a designated 
checking or savings account 
This takes the place of the 
paper check that would be 
mailed to the home 


‘Maybe the best thing about 

an electronic payment is that it 
can't be lost or stolen like a 
paper check,’’ Ms. Watson said 
‘If you still get checks mailed 
to your home, you are nearly 10 
times more likely to have your 
payment lost or stolen than if 
you had direct deposit.’ ” 

Convenience is another rea- 
son many people sign up for 
direct deposit, she said 
Payments are deposited on the 
same day the check would have 
arrived in the mail, which 
means the money is available 
right away without the trouble 
of making a special trip to the 
bank to cash or deposit the 
check 

Ms. Watson said that the

Garrett CC Job 
Placement Center 
Receives Grant 


The Garrett Community 
College Job Placement Center 
has received a grant to continue 
its second year of operation, 
according to Sandy Major, 
Center coordinator. The grant 
from the state utilizes federal 
funds from the Carl D. Perkins 
Vocational Education Act 

The Job Placement Center, 
opened in January of this year, 
is housed in The Center for 
Community and Continuing 
Education at the College. A 
year-end report shows that the 
Center is successful in obtain- 
ing jobs for students, Ms. Major 
said 

During the first six months of 
operation, interviews were 
arranged for 51 of 55 placement 
center applicants. The inter- 
views resulted in successful 
placement of 43 appiltafits. Ms 
Major said the number of 
students and community mem- 
bers served and placed is 
expected to grow dramatically 
as knowledge about GCC's 
services increases 

Between January and June 
the staff of the center worked 
with 52 local employers and 
listed 108 job openings. It has 
also referred students to open- 
ings listed in the want ads and 
with the Maryland State Office 
of Employment Service. Since 
some college training programs 
are welfare related, welfare 
clients represented 3% percent 
of GCC placements. The college 
expects that this percentage 
will grow in the future 

Employers and job seekers 
using the Job Placement Center 
were surveyed in June. One 
hundred percent of employers 
responding to the survey indi- 
cated that they were pleased 
with the services provided and 
that they would use the Center 
again. Ninety-eight percent of 
the students who were served 
expressed their satisfaction 

with the center and their 
appreciation of the services 

offered 
The staff of the Job Place- 
ment Center has established its 

1989-90 objectives, Ms. Major 

said, and she hopes to increase 

the clientele and services in the 
year ahead 

The Center's services include 
assistance in finding full and 
part-time jobs, job counseling, 
resume writing, referral to job 
related resources, training 
sessions on interview and job 
search techniques, and listings 
on available full and part-time 
jobs.

First Six Months 


Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J. Gabriele has an- 
nounced the departmental 
Statistics for the first six 
months of 1969. The first half of 
1969 was a productive six 
months with more fire code 
safety inspections conducted 
during that period than in the 
first six months of 1968 

From January through June 
of 1989, 7,457 fire code safety 
inspections were conducted by 
the State Fire Marshal's Office 
This is an increase of 15.6 per- 
cent over the 6,448 such inspec- 
tions conducted during the first 
half of 1988. 

The busiest month for inspec- 
tions during 1969 was May when 
1,621 inspections were con- 
ducted. Fire code inspections 
are made to insure that 
facilities meet Maryland 
minimum fire safety regu- 
lations. Those occupancies 
receiving the most attention by 
Deputy State Fire Marshal's 
were multi-family residential 
occupancies and educational 
facilities where 2,220 and 779 
inspections were made respec- 
tively 

The Fire Protection Engi- 
neering Bureau conducted 
more plan reviews during the 
first six months of 1989 than 
during this same period in 1988 
Fire Protection Engineers re- 
viewed a total of 2,216 building 
plans during the first half of 
1989 as compared with 1,738 
such plan reviews during the 
first six months of 1988. 

During the first half of 1969 
the Office of the State Fire 
Marsha! investigated a total of 
686 fire, explosive and chemical 
incidents. This was down from 
the 1,052 such incidents investi- 
gated during the first six 
months of 1988. Arson incidents 
also decreased slightly during 
the first half of 1989 with 271 
incidents investigated by the 
State Fire Marshal's Office as 
compared with 298 for the same

This funding will help 
keep it in good shape for both 
recreational and conservation 
uses,"’ said Senator Mikulski, 
who worked as a member of the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee to get the funding included

The funding includes $7 mil- 
lion for improvements to 
Appalachian Trail, to be done 
by the National Park Service, 
along with $3 million for the ac- 
quisition of the remaining six 
miles of the trail located in 
Maryland. 

In addition to the $10 million 
for the Appalachian Trail, the 
FY 1990 Interior Appropriations 
bill includes $5 million in fund- 
ing for the National Park Ser- 
vice’s work on the Rivers and 
Trails Conservation Assistance 
Program. This will go to 
various projects, such as the 
Rails-to-Trails Program. 

The bill also includes $1.5 mil- 
lion to continue the Abandoned 
Coal Mine Lands Reclamation 
Program, which works in Mary- 
land and five other states to re- 
duce the safety and environ- 
mental threat from abandoned 
coal mines through measures 
such as sealing old mine shafts 
and replanting steep mine 
slopes

Moomau continued, “It is my 
belief that three very qualified, 
dedicated employees of the 
Garrett County Board of Educa- 
tion were arbitrarily and 
capriciously denied positions 
for which they were most 
qualified and had been recorn- 
‘It is my opinion that by tak- 
ing this action the board is mak- 
ing it clear to all its employees 
that advancement will come not 


through dedication, hard work 
and the official selection pro- 
cess, but rather through politics 
and favoritism 

“I strongly urge members of 
the board of education to return 
to and adhere to the established 
selection process of hiring per- 
sonnel in the Garrett County 
School System to insure equity 
to all involved."

The state awards nearly $17 million each year 
through 15 different programs, theoretically to those 


students who demonstrate financial 


need and 


academic ability. However, the Post’s analysis of 
last year’s Maryland State Board of Education 
records revealed that a significant portion of these 
scholarships went to undeserving students, while 
nearly 3,000 eligible students, needing a total of 


about $13 million, received no 


. It also showed 


that students attending private colleges received a 
disproportionate share of state scholarship monies 
compared to those in public colleges. 

The Associated Press story indicated that, as 
one might guess, politics and favoritism are behind 
this inequitable situation. Over 20 percent of the 
scholarship monies are handed out by Maryland's 
senators and delegates and, out of the $1.5 million 
awarded to 2,094 students who did not qualify as 
heedy, two out of three dollars given to these 
students came from state legislators. Our elected 
officials are also providing scholarships to students 
who are academically ineligible to college. 
~- The AP story noted a few specific cases of both 
areas of misappropriation, such as a Senate 
scholarship being awarded to a student at the 
University of Maryland's Baltimore County campus 
whose family income was $130,000 and whose 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores were 130 points 
below the state average. Another student who scored 
200 points below the state average on the SAT and 
whose family income was just under $100,000 
received a Delegate grant to attend Essex 
Community College. In fact, scholarships totalling 
over $600,000 were awarded to 874 students who 
scored less than 700 out of a possible 1,600 points on 


the SAT. 


Maryland is the only state that allows its 
legislators to give scholarships directly to 
constituents, and state law specifically states that 
legislators are to award scholarships to students 
with ‘‘a definite financial need.’’ Obviously this 
particular law is being ignored by a number of our 
legislators who are more concerned about what kind 
of support Mom and Dad will provide them in return 
for a scholarship to their child. Thus, the taxpayers 
of Maryland, including those parents whose children 
truly meet the formula for financial need, are 
having to help finance college educations of affluent 


students. 


In light of this information, the governor and the 
State legislature should act swiftly and strongly to 
see that the guidelines for allocation of scholarship 
monies by legislators are strictly enforced. And the 
general public should apply pressure and insist that 
this be done. There are far too many youth, many of 
whom reside right here in Garrett County, who need 


and deserpye these scholarships. 2 oo...

After reading the editorial in 
last week's Republican, I felt 
that I had to write and explain a 
few things to you.

As to the decision-making 
process of the board, we are 
very well informed by the 
superintendent or his 
designees. At any time one of us 
feels we do not have complete 
information or has a question, 
we address that issue with ques- 
tions to informed parties and 
discussion until we feel we are 
well informed enough to make 
a competent decision 

I feel we are doing our utmost 
to carry out the responsibilities 
that the voters of Garrett 
County have charged us with 
As an elected board of edu- 
cation, we work with the hired 
educational professionals and 
are accountable to the people of 
Garrett County for their and our 
decisions 

The article stated only 
French is offered at SHS. A 
second language, German, has 
been offered for approximately 
15 years. German is a language 
needed by our engineering- 
bound students. Mrs. Joan 
Lambert, the German teacher, 
was very distressed by this 
omission in your article. There 
is even an exchange program 
with German students coming 
here and our students visiting 
Germany. This program has 
been well oublicized in your 


paper 

About a year ago, a group of 
Garrett County students went to 
the Board of Education and 
asked for Spanish to be included 


a 
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in their curriculum. When I ran 
for office, I included this objec- 
tive in my platform for edu- 
cational incentives. All this is 
on record. My reasons were 
that Spanish is rapidly becom- 
ing a second language in the 
U.S. — 11 milllion people speak 
it; articles, directions, and 
warnings are printed in English 
and Spanish. It's a useful langu- 
age. Spanish, I felt, would help 
prepare the students for a 
career in the world of to 
morrow. I'm not sorry we are 
going to introduce it this fall. I 
am happy that this Board has 
foresight and has added to the 
curriculum. It is also news- 
worthy that all members 
agreed to put Spanish in the 
schools 

The “rumor” that you spoke 
of, namely, “a relative of a 
board member seeking a job 
teaching Spanish” is totally 
misinterpreted. A job opening 
with the Board is advertised for 
anyone with the qualifications 
to apply. The fact that my 
“close relative’’ applied, just 
like anyone else qualified could 
have, is immaterial. My ‘close 
relative’ is a daughter-in-law 
who has years of experience 
teaching in West Virginia and a 
year substituting in Garrett 
County. The schools she has 
taught in have stated she is an 
excellent teacher. You cannot 
discriminate against a person 
because their relative happens 
to be on the Board. Further 
investigation into this matter 
would have told you that Mikal 
Moomau's sister-in-law is em- 
ployed by the Board as a 
principal at Kitzmiller Elemen- 
tary School; Beverly Murphy's 
husband is employed at NHS; 
Charlie Teets’ mother is em- 
ployed at Dennett Road School, 
and Dr. Ryscavage's wife is 
employed by the Board as a 
teacher 

When a position opening is 
advertised by the Garrett 
County Board of Education, 
applications are taken. Appli- 
cants are then chosen for inter- 
view based on their qualifi- 
cations. Interviews are con- 
ducted by impartial, qualified 
employees (directors, 
principals, assistant principals, 
etc.) who then give recommen- 
dations to the sunerintendent 
The superintendent then brings 
his recommendations to the 
Board for approval 

My daughter-in-law went 
through all the necessary steps 
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Her name was submitted for ap- 
proval at the August 10, 1989, 
board meeting. I refrained from 
any discussion and abstained 
from voting. She was approved 
by Rodney Durst, Bev Murphy, 
and Mikal Moomau. Charlie 
Teets was absent. She got that 
appointment on her own merits, 
I was not involved in any way 
To insinuate that a board 
member may have gotten a 
relative a job is erroneous. 

The ‘controversial appoint- 
ments"’ that were written about 
were not a controversy. Those 
persons appointed were also 
recommended by the superin- 
tendent. Any discussion that oc- 
curred in the executive session 
should have remained there. 

The people of Garrett County 
have been very supportive of 
our decisions. Many people 
have stated their approval of 
these appointments. 

The press is such a powerful 
tool.

Your 
responsibility is a great one, to 
get the complete picture and 
facts.

do so. 

In contrast at the most recent 
August 10 board meeting there 
were 9 personne! appointments 
recommended by the Superin- 
tendent that were automati- 
cally approved (rubber 
stamped) with no questions 
asked about their seniority, 
their qualifications or their 
relationship to any board 
members. At the August 2 meet- 
ing for the first time since I 
have been on the school board 
the personnel recommen- 
dations of the Superintendent 
were ignored and questions 
were asked about the relation- 
ship to board members in one of 
the three personnel appoint- 
ments. 

I was not surprised that I was 
criticized for revealing what 
had taken place in executive 
session. One of the factors in my 
decision to make a public state- 
ment was the fact that other 
Board members were dis- 
cussing the actions of this meet- 
ing in public. These conver- 
sations were reported to me by 
people all over Garrett County. 

I was fully aware that before I 
made my public statement that 
the automatic response would 
be to point out the fact that one 
of the people involved was my 
sister-in-law. I had nothing to do 
with the selection process and 
know that if she was inter- 
viewed along with all the other 
candidates and recommended 
for the position by the Superin- 
tendent of Schools it was be- 
cause she was the most highly 
qualified for the job 

The fact remains that she 
along with two other very fine 
employees of the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
were wrongfully denied posi- 
tions for which they had been 
recommended. I feel that I 
have an obligation to insure 
equitable treatment for all

Lastly, I would like to 

apologize to the three ap- 

pointees denied. Educators of 

their high quality should be 

cherished; instead they have 

been ill-served by the Garrett 
County Board of Education.

The following remarks were 
made to the Youghiogheny 
River Local Advisory Board 
members during their bi- 
monthly meeting of August 10, 
1989. Because they cover mat- 
ters of serious concern and 
interest to many of your 
readers it requested they be 
published in tae next issue of 
The Republican 
Mr. Chairman: 

“Now that I have been re- 
moved from the Board I am 
attending this meeting as a 
citizen and, with your permis- 
sion Commissioner Gregg, | 
would like to say a few farewell 
words to the members of the 
Board with whom I served 

“First I would like to read, for 
the record, the first paragraph 
of the letter dated June 20, 1989, 
that I received from Secretary 
Torrey Brown. It reads as 
follows: ‘The Maryland Scenic 
and Wild Rivers Review Board 
in conjunction with the recom- 
mendation made by the Garrett 
County Commissioners has re- 
viewed the membership of the 
Youghiogheny Local Advisory 
Board and decided that your 
participation is no longer pro- 
viding a positive cooperative 
contribution. As chairperson of 
the Review Board, I am remov- 
ing you from the Local Board as 
Category IV representative 
effective June, 1989,’ " end of 
paragraph. 

“I must say this letter came 
as quite a surprise and without 
any advance warning. Except 
perhaps I should mention about 
a week before I received the 
letter a Board member, Rusty 
Thomas, stopped by the Com- 
munity Park where I was work- 
ing and stated he and I were 
going to be kicked off the Board 
I didn’t believe Rusty — thought 
he was just talking. As it turned 


out he was half right 

“As most of you know I at- 
tended every one of the meet- 
ings held since this, the third 
local Board, first met back in 
March 1986. Some of the meet- 
ings I chaired. During my atten- 
dance I was guided by three 
principles which I believe, as 
Rusty would say, led to my 
being kicked off the Board 
Those principles were to faith- 
fully represent the interests of 
the people in the Youghiogheny 
River valley, work to protect 
their rights of private property 
ownership and, to the best of my 
ability, participate in imple- 
menting the provisions of the 
Maryland Scenic and Wild 
Rivers Act 


“Perhaps, during my tenure, 
I was too strong in advocating 
preparation and approval of the 
Youghiogheny Scenic Corridor 
Management Plan as required 
by the Maryland Scenic and 
Wild Rivers Act. As you know, 
by the law, DNR is to imple- 
ment regulations to carry out 
an approved management 
plan; not the other way around 
You would think that after 14 
years, if the DNR Staff was 
ever serious about complying 
with this provision of the law 
the plan would have by now 
been prepared. If you will recall 
during the first 24 meetings of 
this Board, at my insistence, 
considerable progress was 
made toward completion of a 
draft management plan. When 


eflugh Trimble of this Board was | 


replaced by John Wilson as the 
DNR Project Coordinator, we 
started all over again on pre- 
paring a management plan and, 
as you know, very little 
progress has since been made. | 
can understand the reluctance 
of DNR to have its hands tied to 
implementing an approved 
management plan, or, perhaps 
DNR has purposely delayed 
preparation of the plan because 
it does not want to reveal its 
ultimate plan for the Youghio- 
gheny. However I continue to 
stand for DNR compliance with 
the law for preparation of the 
plan 


“Perhaps I was too strong in 
advocating adherence with pro- 
visions of the Scenic and Wild 
Rivers Act for determining the 
boundaries of the Youghio- 
gheny Scenic Corridor. Again if 
you will recall during the first 
24 Board meetings we were suc- 
cessful in revising the criteria 
for determining the corridor 
boundaries. I admonish the 
Board to keep after DNR to 
make the revised corridor boun- 
daries official. Do not let it slip 
away. Keep in mind the original 
DNR corridor boundaries en- 
circled 11,800 acres of land pri- 
vately owned by more than 200 
landowners. Over the years 
many of us have successfully 
worked to reduce the size of the 
corridor. Now, if made official 
by the Board's criteria, it will 
be further reduced from 8,500 to

DNR Meetings 
To Address New 
Fishing Proposals 


Maryland's Department of 
Natural Resources has sched- 
iled a series of meetings to dis- 
uss changes affecting fishing 
in non-tidal waters under con- 
sideration for next year. The 
Fisheries Division of DNR's 
Tidewater Administration is 
proposing changes designed to 
further improve bass and trout 
fishing in Maryland. The pro- 
posals will be discussed at four 
public meetings in Frederick, 
Baltimore County, Queen 
Anne's County and Frostburg 
during August and September. 
The proposals are as follows: 


1. Institute a catch-and-re- 
lease season for largemouth 
bass and smallmouth bass in all 
non-tidal waters from March 1 
through June 15. Largemouth 
and smallmouth bass are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to angling 
during this period when they 
are spawning, and over-harvest 
of large bass at this time of year 
has led to a decline in the num- 
ber of large bass in non-tidal 
waters of Maryland. Catch-and- 
release regulations during the 
spawning season over the past 
three years has resulted in a 
substantial increase in the aver- 
age size of bass caught in Deep 
Creek Lake, and similar results 
are anticipated in other heavily 
fished waters of the state under 
the new regulations 
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2. Change the regulations for 
“Trophy Bass Fishing” to in 
clude smallmouth bass and 
regulate harvest in trophy bass 
areas subject to the following 
restrictions 

a. All bass from 11 up to 15 
inches in length will have to 
be immediately released 

b. Creel limit: five bass 
per day, only one of which 
may be over 15 inches in 
length 

c. Similar regulations, 
often referred to as ‘‘slot 
limits,” have been effective 
in enhancing growth rates of 
bass by allowing the harvest 
of excess small bass, and 
protecting medium sized 
bass until they reach 


3. Add Johnson Pond, 
Wicomico Co.; Blair Valley 
Lake, Washington Co.; and the 
Potomac River from Dam 3 to 
Dam 4 to the list of ‘Trophy 
Bass Fishing Areas."’ 


4. Add the following waters to 
the list of ‘‘Put-And-Take Fish- 
ing Areas:" Accident Pond, 
Garrett Co.; Evitts Creek 
Ponds, Allegany Co.; Little 
Youghiogheny River, Garrett 
Co.; Kings Pond, Montgomery 
Co.; Maydale Pond, Mont- 
gomery Co.; Fifteen Mile 
Creek, downstream to the 
Potomac River, Allegany Co.; 
Forest Hill Pond, Harford Co.; 
Whiskey Springs Pond, Fred- 
erick Co.; and Hamburg Pond, 
Frederick Co. 

5. Remove the following 
areas from the list of Put-And- 
Take Fishing Areas: Glade

Oakland Oaks Capture 
Pen-Mar League Title 


In one of the most exciting 
Pen-Mar Baseball League 
championship series in the 
history of the league, the

Clark said, “I debated with 
myself for many hours if I 
should even respond to Mrs 
Moomau's staternent, and final 
ly decided that, if I didn't, I 
was, in fact, agreeing with her 
This is not true, and her 
remarks on discrimination are 
untrue 

“I was elected by the people 
to represent them. This may 
mean that, in voting for ap 
pointments, I may not always 
do what the administration 
recommends. My responsibility 
is to do what I feel is best and to 
vote accordingly." 

Clark went on, “It is the 
responsibility of the superinten- 
dent to recommend person(s) 
for appointments to the board 
members. However, board 
members have the right to ac- 
cept or reject the recommenda- 
tions." 

In her statement, Murphy 
referred to the fact that one of 
the candidates who was not ap- 
proved was Moomau's sister-in- 
law. She said, “I deny the 
derogatory statements that the 
vote I cast for an ad- 
ministrative position was made 
as a discriminatory act against 
a relative of a Garrett County 
board member. My vote has 
always been cast for the needs 
of the students, not with the 
desires or personal gains of 
board members in mind. 

“I have the right, as a board 
member, to consider all infor- 
mation availabie on an issue, 
and to ask questions. Only at 
that time will I cast a vote. I am 
not a rubber stamp for the 
superintendent or other board 
members."

GCC’'s campus for several days 
While there, the students will 
complete their regular 
coursework and then attend 
enrichment programs with GCC 
staff and faculty.

According to the report, the 
center has worked with 52 
employers and listed 108 job 
openings. Also, the center has

All of the 
employers indicated that the 
staff was friendly and helpful;

Background Scripture: Ruth and} 
Devotional Reading: Luke 1222-32 


When Naomi returned to her 
native Bethichem with Ruth, her 
Moabitess daughter-in-law, the 
writer tells us that ‘*the whole town 
was stirred because of them."’ 
(1:19). We do not know why the 
people were ‘‘stirred,"’ but, prob- 
ably they were surprised at both 
the return of Naomi and the fact 
she was bringing a foreign woman 
to live in their midst. As we men 
tioned last week, Israelites and 
Moabites were generaly enemies 
and in addition there were strict 
prohibitions against any social 
contract with foreigners 

Nevertheless, despite Israel's 
traditional suspicion and disdain 
for foreigners, there were some 
local customs that were more be- 
nevolent and compassionate 
During the barley harvest, it was 
customary for the owners of the 
fields to permit poor people to 
glean in the fields after the workers 
had harvested the crop. No man 
was ever to be so selfish that he 
refused to leave any remnants of 
his crop to help the poor. So, 
Boaz's first response to Ruth is 
one of compassion--he told his 
workers to be sure that there was 
enough for her to glean 


BEYOND PREJUDICE 

His next reaction was one of 
respect. When Ruth asks, him, 
**Why have I found favor in your 
eyes, that you should take notice 
of me, when | am a foreigner?"’ 
Boaz gives her his answer: ‘All 
that you have done for your moth- 
er-in-law since the death of your 
husband has been fully told

me, and how you left your father 
and mother and your native land 
and came toa people that you did 
not know before’ (2:10,11). No 
matter how great was the pre 
judice against foreigners, it ne 
ther kept Boaz from following 
the tradition of permitting poor 
people to glean in his fields, nor 
did it keep him from giving Ruth 
the respect and admiration due 
her for her loving care for Naomi 

So impressed was Boaz with 
Ruth, that he asked her to share 
his lunch with him. Afterward, he 
gave special instructions to the 
workers so that they should make 
sure that she would have much 
from which to glean. Compassion 
and kindness had overcome pre)- 
udice and selfishness. We can see 
this same characteristic in Ruth 
when she returns to Naomi. In 
stead of eating everything placed 
before her by Boaz, she saved 
what was left over, took it home 
and ‘‘gave her what food she had 
left over after being satisfed’’ 
(2:18). Impressive as had been 
Ruth's words when she committed 
herself to follow Naomi her actions 
were even more admirable. 


FAMILY OBLIGATIONS 

There is another element in 
this story that illustrates com- 
passion winning out over prej- 
udice and selfishness. Naomi 
knew of the old Levirate law that 
requested nearest of kin to marry 
widows of members of the family 
so that the name of the deceased 
could be perpetuated. It seems a 
strange custom to us today, but 
its purpose was admirable: fam- 
ilies will take care of their own 
people. This is institutionaized 
compassion and it saved many wid- 
ows from destitution. Following 
the advice of Naomi who was well 
familiar with the custom, Ruth 
comes to Boaz at the threshing 
floor and entreats him:'’..spread 
your skirt over your maidservant, 
for you are next of kin’’ (3:9) 
This was a symbolic gesture in 
dicating that Ruth would hence- 
forth be under his protection as 
her husband 

Thus, because of Ruth's per- 
severance, Naomi's wisdom, and 
Boaz’s compassion, human 
kindness conquered prejudice

quickly breaks down when the 
product is over-ripe. Fruits, if 
we concentrate on local 
products, will cost less, are 
higher in nutrients and more 
flavorful than fruits picked 
under-ripe that arrive weeks 
later at our markets. A good 
example are tomatoes in the 
winter 


One can extend the season of 
fruits through proper storage 
and handling. Considering the 
many questions we receive on 
how to keep apples, bananas, 
etc., it seems many of us are not 
doing as well with food storage 
as we would like. This article 
discusses reasonably short- 
term storage of the fresh 
product, but does not mention 
root cellars, food drying and 
other preservation methods 
Request this type of informa- 
tion by calling me at 334-1990 or 
writing to: The Cooperative 
Extension Service, 202 S. 3rd 
St., Oakland, MD 21550.

or mold growth. Eat apples at 
room temperature though, for 
optimal flavor 


Apricots are very fragile and 
keep even in the refrigerator at 
best a few days. Bananas (are 
really giant herbs) and they will 
continue to ripen at room 
temperature, uncovered. They 
can be refrigerated for a few 
days. The peel will turn brown, 
but not change the flavor of the 
banana 


Berries should be picked 
through to discard any dam- 
aged ones. Store them in a flat 
container in the refrigerator to 
avoid crushing the berries. Just 
before using, wash berries 
gently in cold water and hull if 
appropriate. Use raspberries on 
the same day as picked 

Cherries should be sealed ina 
plastic bag and refrigerated; do 
not wash until just before 
eating. Cranberries and grapes 
are sturdy enough to store in the 
refrigerator for at least one 


week 

Melons should be refrigerated 
when ripe and the cut fruit 
wrapped in plastic to avoid 
flavor transfer 

Nectarines and peaches need 
to be softened at room temper- 
ature until ripe, then refrig- 
erated

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Forestry And Wildlife Management 


To Be Among Ag Field Day Topics 


Each year Western Maryland 
farmers are faced with large 
deer herds that can cause sig- 
nificant crop damage. What can 
be done to maintain the deer 
population at a level that is in 
balance with its natural 
environment, thereby reducing 
the crop damage, minimizing 
road kills, and also generating 
income for the farmer? 
Possible solutions to this 
problem will be presented at the 
Western Maryland Ag Field 
Day Sept. 7 

“As the profitability of pro- 
ducing traditional agricultural 
products declines, many land- 
owners are seeking supple- 
mental income from alternative 
crops,"’ said Jonathan Kays, an 
Extension regional natural re- 
Source specialist for the Uni- 
®ersity of Maryland. ‘Opening 
lands for hunting access is a 
good way to control the number 
of deer on farms and wood- 
lands, while possibly providing 
income for the landowner. How- 
ever, hunting agreements must 
be made with responsible 
groups or individuals to avoid 
problems." 

Because deer have no natural 
predators, except man, their 
population often grows un- 
checked. This results in poor 
herd health and movement into 
surrounding populated areas, 
he said 

As a wildlife management 
model and educational tool, 


hunters have been permitted 
limited access to a portion of 
land at the Western Maryland 
Research and Education Center 
for the past several years. 

This project’s goal, Kays 
said, is two-fold: First, use hun- 
ter cooperation to maintain the 
deer population at a level where 
crop damage is acceptable and 
the number of deer are in 
balance with the amount of 
available habitat. Second, use 
sound forestry and wildlife 
management practices on the 
non-farm areas to increase the 
habitat for deer, pheasant, 
quail, and other wildlife. Be 
sides benefitting deer, many of 
these practices can provide in- 
come through the sale of forest 
products. 

“We hope that this project 
can serve as a model to demon- 
strate how sound forestry and 
wildlife management practices 
can be used to address concerns 
of area landowners," said 
Kays, who encourages anyone 
interested in on-farm forestry 
and wildlife management 
opportunities to attend the field 
day 

Other research tour topics 
will include low-input cropping 
systems, biological control of 
thistle, pest management al- 
ternatives in alfalfa production, 
an update on orchard research, 
and on-farm nutrient manage- 
ment in Western Maryland. The 
field day also offers farm equip-

Tight Margins 
Expected In Hog, 
Cattle Markets 


Tight margins will continue in 
both hog and cattle markets for 
the balance of this year and on 
into 1990, largely restricting 
profit opportunities to the most 
efficient feeding operations, 
according to experts who spoke 
at a recent American Farm 
Bureau sponsored beef 
cattle/hog cycle forum held in 
Des Moines 

Recent cattle and calf inven- 
tories show a definite end to the 
liquidation phase of the cycle 
and indicate that cattlemen are 
holding heifers off the market to 
be added to breeding herds. 

This means there will be less 
calves available for placement 
in feedlots this fall, virtually 
assuring continuation of the 
high premium prices for 
feeders relative the fed cattle 
market, said Ed Uvacek, 
former extension livestock 
economist for Texas A&M, now 
president of Western Research, 
Inc. at College Station, Texas. 

Pointing to the sharp reduc- 
tion in cattle placed in feedlots 
in the second quarter of this 
year, Uvacek said this means a 
sharp drop in fed cattle coming 
to market late in 1989 and indi- 
cating a turnaround in cattle 
prices. He anticipates only a 
slight improvement from the 
present prices in the low $70 per 
cwt. in the third quarter but 
looks for a substantial improve- 
ment to the high $70s during the 
fourth:(lameta @- . « 

“I don't see how cattle 
feeders can justify paying the 
high premiums for feeder 
calves with the kind of losses 
being sustained by feedlots at 
the present time, but they do it 
and the premiums will probably 
remain high, perhaps as much 
as $10 per cwt. above fed cattle 
prices, which has been the aver- 
age during the past year. 

Uvacek also commented on 
farm to retail price spreads for 
both beef and pork and their 
changes which show a dramatic 
rise over the past several years. 
In beef, from 1979 to 1988, the 
spread increased between 
carcass and retail, called the 
retail margin; but there was a 
steep drop in the farm to 
carcass spread, called the pro- 
cessor margin. That helped 
cushion the decline in the 
farmers’ share, which dropped 
only a little or remained fairly 
steady over the 10 year period. 

The picture in pork was al- 
most the opposite. The whole- 
sale retail spread for pork 
gained a whopping 54 percent 
from 1982 to 1988 and is still in- 
creasing. The margin between 
the farm and the wholesaler 
dropped only 7 percent during 
the same period and continues 
downward. The result of these 
trends is a dramatic drop in the 
farmers’ share from 50 percent 
to 38 percent during the same 
period, according to Uvacek. 

Profits also have become 
scarce for hog feeders, with 
commercial slaughter of hogs 
rising substantially in the 
fourth quarter of 1988 and ex- 
pected to do likewise again in 
the last three months of this 
year, said Glenn Grimes, agri- 
cultural economist at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri.

Grimes said there is very 

little contracting or vertical 
integration in the hog business 
at the present time, but there is 
a trend toward larger pro 
ducers. He looks for this trend 
to continue with large pro 
ducers becoming more and 
more important forces in the in- 
dustry. The trend may proceed 
more slowly if greater profit- 
ability returns to the hog busi- 
ness. 
As hog marketings rise an 
estimated 2 percent during the 
fourth quarter, prices for 
slaughter hogs will be driven 
down about $5 per cwt. to the 
$41-42 range, then drift back up 
to the $40-43 range by the second 
quarter of 1990, Grimes 
predicted. 

Asked to comment on possible 
changes in the 1990 farm bill 
and potential impact on the live- 
stock business, Grimes declined 
to predict what might happen 
politically but cited work of 
some of his colleagues indi- 
cating the likelihood of a pro- 
gram much like the 1985 Act 
possibly with loan rates and 
target prices frozen at about 
current levels. If this occurs, it 
will mean feed grain prices 
pretty close to what they have 
been for the past couple of 
years, excluding the drought of 
1988. That would mean corn at 
around $2.00 a bushel. “Any 
change in the program that 
would cause grain prices to go 
higher, would impact the live- 
stock feeding business,'’ he con- 
cluded.

ASCS To Accept 
Late Crop Reports 


William F. DeWitt, chairper- 
son of the Garrett County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service, said some 
farmers in the state have not 
filed a crop report this year 
July 15 was the deadline for far- 
mers to report their 1989 
planted acres 

“We will accept late-filed 
acreage reports,"’ said DeWitt, 
“provided the farmer pays the 
cost of verifying the acreage 
and there is physical evidence 
of production."’ Late reports are 
subject to mandatory spot 
checks, he said. 

Before farm program partici- 
pants receive price support 
loans, deficiency payments and 
other benefits, ASCS requires 
that they report crops and 
acreages planted, the uses to be 
made of these crops, and crop- 
land acres to be devoted to the 
acreage conservation reserve. 
The crop reports are used to 
determine program compliance 
and to document crop acreage 
bases, according to DeWitt. 

DeWitt said crop certification 
is mandatory for farmers who 
are participating in the 1989 
programs because without the 
report, producers are not really 
participating. ‘‘The report 
determines the level at which 
farmers are eligible for pro- 
gram payments and other bene- 
fits,’ the ASCS official said.

Speaking on demand was 
Wayne Purcell, marketing 
economist from Virginia Tech, 
who said, “after a decade of 
probiems, demand for the red 
meats started to show signs of 
Stabilizing in 1987 and 1988. 
Prices of hogs and cattle were 
better because of that improve- 
ment.” 

Consumption and price data 
indicates some improvement in 
demand for pork in those two 
years but looks as if it has 
leveled off this year, perhaps 
just resting for a year before 
continuing to rise, Purcell said 

He said there is no evidence to 
indicate an increase in demand 
for beef, however, but demand 
does appear to have stabilized. 
Movement of additional 
quantities of beef or the same 
quantity of beef to consumers is 
accomplished only at lower 
prices, which does not indicate 
stronger demand, according to 
Purcell 

Purcell said demand for both 
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in the last couple of years, 
considering the fierce competi- 
tion for market shares provided 
by the ample supplies of poultry 
that are available 

He said additional market re- 
search, promotion and new 
product development are 
critical needs in the red meat 
industry, particularly for beef, 
Purcell said. “I don't think 
producer groups would be wise 
to depend on processors and the 
big brand name suppliers to 
provide all the funding for that 
research and product develop- 
ment,"’ he added. Promotion of 
red meats should be based on 
continuing efforts to align the 
product with a changing pattern 
of consumer preferences. ‘‘That 
means a favorable product 
image (close trim, low fat, 
nutrient information, packag- 
ing, quality control) that fit the 
convenience demands of con- 
sumers whose predominant 
means of cooking is the micro- 
wave," Purcell said.

A group called the Governor’s Commission on 


School Performance, 


appointed by Governor 


William Donald Schaefer two years ago, 
recommended this week that an accreditation 
System be established by which the performance of 
each public school in the state would be evaluated 
and those schools that fail the evaluation would be 
placed on probation or even closed. The blame for 
poor performance by students would be shifted from 
the students to the school, the local school system, 
and the state, and would demand that each take the 
responsibility for making improvements. 

The general concept of accreditation and 
holding individual schools responsibile for the 
— of education they are providing is appealing. 

normous sums of money are spent on education 
and the taxpayer should have some assurance that 
these expenditures are worthwhile. Parents should 
have similar assurances that their children are 
receiving good educations. Our young people 
deserve a quality education. A society's economy 
and overall standards of living are significantly 
affected by the level of education available. 

However, while the general concept may be 
appealing, there are also many questions and 
concerns about the Commission's recom- 
mendations. One concern is whether or not the 
state will use the same blanket criteria to evaluate 
every school in the state, regardless of its location 
and financial status. There is no doubt, for example, 
that Montgomery County schools are equipped with 
far more learning materials, computers, and books 


than Garrett County 


schools, giving the 


Montgomery students an advantage in certain areas 
of achievement tests. It does not mean that the 
Montgomery students are more intelligent than 
Garrett County students; it just means they have 
been exposed to more resources. Also, youth who are 
from poor districts, such as inner-city Baltimore, 
tend to score lower on achievement tests. However, 
this situation often has far more to do with the 
quality of their home environment than the quality 


of their school. 


Although we have not seen the Commission's 
entire report, it is reported that schools, and not 
individual teachers, will be judged via these 
accreditation procedures. We have a problem with 


this, too. Perhaps 


individual 


teachers and 


administrative personnel should be evaluated. A 
school that has some of the finest teachers in the 
State could be placed on probation because of the 
ineffectiveness of some other teachers in the school. 

Supposedly teachers are already evaluated each 


year by their supervisors; 
extremely weak and removal 


however, the system is 
of incompetent 


teachers from the classroom is almost unheard of 
because of a ridiculous thing called tenure. But 


that’s another editorial. 


Still another concern is, will the state of 


schools, provide the additional funding that may be 
needed to ‘‘fix’’ the problems it uncovers via its 


evaluation? 


It will be interesting to see if the Commission's 
recommendations are accepted. If they are, we 
predict a long and rocky road of implementation. 
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To the Editor 

I am prefacing my remarks 
with personal background to 
establish the informed nature of 
my opinions. I make no claim to 
be an expert, and I have no 
knowledge of the specific indi- 
dent to which you refer in your 
editorial 8/10/89, but I have 
enough information to have an 
opinion which differs from 
yours. I count among my 
friends more than twenty pro 
fessional educators as I mail 
this. My background includes a 
B.S. degree with completed 
majors in political science, psy- 
chology, and education, as well 
as more than fifteen years of di- 
verse supervisory and manage- 
ment experience and an M.B.A 
in progress. Now to my points 

The Republican is too good a 
paper to editorialize in whine- 
sneer-speak more suited to the 
New Yorker. This tone appears 
when the unclean masses have 
lived down to their promise and 
gone against the paper's unim- 
peachable judgment. And judg- 
ment is what you pass more 
than enlightened editorial 
Opinion in instances. Every 
time I read a fine like ‘‘we were 
not aware’ or ‘we hope that 
such is only,’ three things come 
to mind: the supercilious 
Writing in the New Yorker, the 
egocentric writing of a college 
sophomore, and the embarrass- 
ment real editorial writers 
must feel reading the line. This 
style of writing does not appeal 
to the mature mind; it is more 
designed to polarize than to in- 
form 


I have no opinion on the 
Merits of the educators in- 
volved in the ‘‘lay board's" raw 
exercise of power. But I do have 
an opinion about The Repubii- 
ean’s knowledge of Maryland's 
boards of education. Either you 
don't realize that all county 
boards of education in Mary- 
land, elected and appointed, are 
composed primarily of ‘‘NON- 
educators’’ or you are 
deliberately attempting to mis- 
lead the masses by implying 
thal some counles have boarus 
composed of professional 
eGducators. This is not true 
What is true is that there are 
good boards and bad boards, 
and that the selection process 





has no provable effect on the 
quality of boards of education 

It irritates me that you 
clearly imply that NON-educa- 
tors are too ignorant to evaluate 
educational personnel. In a 
world where more than fifty 
percent of personnel receive 
maximum effectiveness 
ratings, it is perhaps time for 
lay people to begin evaluating 
educators. None, not one, of the 
educators that I know has any 
fear of outside evaluation. Some 
of them do not want it, but each 
one knows that he or she can 
stand the scrutiny. Rarely is a 
teacher fired for incompetence 
Does this mean that they are all 
competent” Probably not. Some 
incompetent educators remain 
in the system. More frequently 
than in the private sector they 
are promoted out of sight and 
torgotten 

Elected officials can't hide 
They rarely get promoted to 
hide incompetence. If, as you 
suggest, there is some attempt 
at hanky panky in the hiring of a 
teacher, this should be pre- 
sented to the public along with 
the evidence. The unwashed 
masses may react against such 
political chicanery. And now 
they can. When the board was 
appointed the public could do 
nothing when the board or a 
member of it acted with less 
than the common good in mind 
I am certain that The Repub- 
lican's sources will provide up 
dates on the potentially self- 
interested official 

I can't help but wonder where 
those sources were when the 
board's transportation expert 
cost the taxpayers of the county 
thousands of dollars in settling 
a lawsuit against the board of 
education. The arrogant and 
arbitrary behavior of this 
expert educator cost some dol- 
lars not in the original budget 
for the year. Where is that 
story’ Sacre bleu! 

Speaking of the French 
language, do you suppose many 
of us use it outside our parlors 
these days, what with English 
having become the language of 
Gipreineacy €0 @u Vlei 4 GO) 
know where the board's experts 
have been in recent years, but 
maybe some of these lay board, 
NON-educators have been in or 
heard of the work-place outside 
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Garrett County. Spanish is the 
second American language, like 
it or not. Anybody who antici- 
pates working outside the local 
area, and who has the oppor- 
tunity, is well advised to learn 
the Spanish language. Many 
corporations and schools offer 
bonuses or pay incentives to 
employees fluent in Spanish 
In conclusion, the tone of the 
8/10/89 editorial was irritating, 
its content was provocative 
rather than educational, and I 
am certain that I am not alone 
in remaining unconvinced that 
an elected board of education is 
a bad thing for education. Your 
efforts to uncover unscrupulous 
behavior should inspire these 
NON-educators to surpass 
themselves in both competence 
and straightforwardness.

The vehicle he was operating 
was registered in his father's 
name since he was under age 
We were not notified that our 
son or the vehicle had been 
picked up until around eleven 
the next morning 

My husband had gone to the 
garage where the vehicle had 
been towed. Needless to say by 
this time he was furious and ina 
mood to clean house. There sat 
our vehicle with all the hub caps 
torn off, seats out of place, mats 
torn up, trunk mat torn up, 
trunk in disarray 

We asked the state trooper 
about this. He said the vehicle 
was pot touc except f 
being towed. We asked him to 
accompany us to the vehicle - 
upon seeing the condition of the 
vehicle he said he would find out 
why this was done and who was 
responsible. He didn’t tell us but 
a few days later an employee at 
the garage and a worker at the 
Courthouse confided this infor- 
mation. Two county deputies 
from the Sheriff's department 
were the responsible parties for 
tearing up our vehicle.

The only differ- 
ence, in my opinion, is that all 
the people who pay the bill have 
the opportunity to select their 
representatives, not just a 
select few who have input into 
the appointment process 


In reference to your August 10 
editorial expressing concern 
about the elected school board 
approving school appointments 
and promotions, you are ad- 
vised that an appointed school 
board has the same authority 
There is no difference in the 
powers of elected school boards 
and appointed school boards 
under state law, bylaws, rules 
or regulations 


Secondly, I know of no study 
that has shown that politics and 
game playing occur any less 
frequently with appointed 
boards. I know of no such study 
that shows that fairness and 
good judgment occur more fre- 
quently with appointed boards 

In summary, I suggest that 
an elected body is preferred 
over an appointed body that 
conducts the public's business 
After all, that's what it's all 
about, isn't it?

The Maryland Department of 
the Environment (MDE) has 
lifted its boil water advisory for 
Bloomington and for the 
Georges Creek communities in 
Allegany County. The com- 
munities in Georges Creek that 


have been affected by the 
advisory include Barton, Lona 
coning, Midland, Klondike 
Carlos-Borden Shaft, and Mid- 
lothian 


In Bloomington, the filtration 
plant has been repaired and is 
in full operation. In the ¢ 
Creek communities, turbidity 
levels have decreased and ex- 
tensive microbiological testing 
has indicated that the water is 
potable once again 

Because the Georges Creek 
wor tese supper 
are not filtered, heavy rains and 
flash floods could cause an 
increase in turbidity, a 
measurement of suspended 
particles in water at any time 
Excessive turbidity reduces the 
effectiveness of disinfection, 
making the water unsafe to 
drink 

Therefore, MDE recom- 
mends that if unfiltered water 
appears cloudy, it should be 
boiled for at least one minute 
prior to use for drinking or 
cooking purposes

142 cups flour 
42 cup uncooked quick rolled oats 
2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
‘2 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
4 teaspoon salt

1 egg, beaten 
% cup vegetable oil 
4 ounces cubed, cooked lean ham (about % cup)

Preheat oven to 425°F. Prepare 12-cup muffin pan 
by spraying each cup lightly with vegetable cooking 
spray. Combine flour, oats, brown sugar, baking 
powder, cinnamon, nutmeg, and salt in a large 
mixing bowl, set aside. Combine milk, egg, and oil in 
a separate mixing bowl, stir in ham, zucchini and 
carrots. Pour liquid mixture into dry ingredients and 
stir just until dry ingredients are moistened, do not 
overmix. Divide batter evenly into prepared muffin 
pan (about ‘« cup per muffin cup). Bake at 425° for 20 
to 25 minutes, or until golden brown, Remove immedi- 
ately to cooling rack and cool thoroughly. Refrigerate 
until ready to serve. 

Note: For six giant muffins, divide batter evenly 
into 6 muffin cups (about 42 cup batter for each) and 
bake 25 to 30 minutes, or until golden brown.

**Do not call me Naomi, call me 
Mara (‘‘bitter’’), for the Almighty 
has dealt very bitterly with me. |! 


went away full, and the Lord has 
brought me back empty. Why call 
me Naomi (‘‘pleasant"’) when 


the Lord has afflicted me and the 
Aimighty has brought calamity 
upon me" (1:20,21). God be

Maryland Crews 
Home Following 
Idaho Firefighting 


Two Maryland firefighting 
crews returned to the state last 
weekend following two weeks of 
assistance to the US Forest 
Service in Idaho. Some 37 men 
in all helped with firefighting 
activities at Payette National 
Forest in central Idaho. One 
man remains in Idaho with 
another crew; the agency crew 
coordinator for seven crews 
returned to the state earlier in 
the week 

Crews were comprised of 2 
staff from the Department of 
Natural Resources’ (DNR) 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service (FPWS) as well as 11 
volunteer firemen. All qualified 
for membership on firefighting 
crews with annual testing for 
physical fitness as well as train- 
ing in firefighting and fire 
behavior. Most of the FPWS 
staff are foresters.

Training Program 


Through the efforts of various 
governmental agencies, muni- 
cipalities, and loca! businesses, 
135 local 14 and 15-year-old 
students received employment, 
training, and educational 
classes this summer, according 
to John Ledden, director of the 
Summer Youth Employment 
and Training Program 
(SYETP) for the Garrett 
County Board of Education 

The program is a joint effort 
between the Board of Edu 
cation’s Office of Career 
Employability Education Office 
and the Job Training Partner- 
ship Act (JTPA), with funding 
coming from the Private 
Industry Council of the Western 
Maryland Consortium 

Out of the 135 students, 101 
participated in the regular 
SYETP, working at 65 different 
job sites throughout the county 
Among those locations were the 
towns of Accident, Oakland, 
Deer Park, Grantsville, and 
Friendsville, Herrington 
Manor, Deep Creek, and New 
Germany state parks, South- 
ern, Broad Ford, Southern 
Middle, Northern Middle, 
Bloomington, Kitzmiller, and 
Northern High schools, the Pro- 
motion Council office, the Gar- 
rett County Animal Shelter, the 
Ruth Eniow Library, and the 
Courthouse 

The Learning Alertness Pro- 
gram, a component of SYETP, 
consisted of 34 youth — 23 from 
the southern area of the county 
and 11 from the northern area 

who received job training 


lids 135 Students 


eventually encircle Broadford 
Lake, constructing a rail fence 
at New Germany State Park, 
and constructing a drainage 
ditch at Herrington Manor State 
Park 

Remedial training was 
offered to all eligible youth in 
the program who had not yet 
passed the functional math, 
reading, and/or citizenship 
tests required for high school 
graduation. Eleven enrollees 
were identified as needing the 
remedial training and 
ultimately four of them passed 
the math test, one the reading 
test, and one the citizenship 
test 

All enrollees were offered the 
opportunity to participate in the 
training aspect of the program 
by selecting a business in which 
they were interested. Sixteen 
field trip sites were also 
selected, among which were 
Westvaco, Bausch & Lomb, 
TDEC, Garrett County Me- 
morial Hospital, Micro-Inte- 
gration, Cumberland Air- 
lines, Naylor's Hardware, 
Beitzel Welding, Hugga Bunch 
Day Care, Beachy Lumber 
Company, G.W. Lumber, 
American Burger Center, 
Grantsville Ford, McDonald's 
in Oakland, Team One, and 
Rainbow Cotlage Day Care 

The youth were paid 
minimum wages and the 
average earned by each par- 
ticipant was $697 for the 
summer. ‘This represented 
27,180 manhours of community 
service,"’ Ledden said

Md. State Fair

In Timonium 


The 108th Maryland State 
Fair in Timonium will begin on 
August 26 and run until

The fair dates back to the 
Lutherville Fair that was held 
in 1878. That year the fair was 
held on a four-acre lot by the 
Baltimore Agricultural Society 
However, the extension of the 
North Central Railroad doomed 
the Lutherville Fair, but paved 
the way for the Maryland State 
Fair. The Baltimore County 
Agricultural Society then 
leased a 37-acre plot, in June 
1879, that was a part of the 
Timonium Estates 


The North Central Railroad 
delivered passengers several 
times each day to the Timonium 
location that year and con- 
tinued the service through the 
1890s. The ‘Maryland Journal" 
that year reported on the ‘‘stal- 
wart lads, bonnie lasses, gray 
beards and buxom matrons” 
who attended the fair when it 
opened on September 9. That 
year, a schedule of exhibits, 
contests, parades, side shows, 
races, oratory and Tournament 
of Knights highlighted the show

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displayed their most modern 


hay loaders, farm wagons 


reapers, self-binders and 
loaders to a marveled public 

A plowing contest and an oxen 
working tournament challenged 
the skill of farmers and piqued 
the interest of city folk. Over 
the next few years, more and 
higher quality exhibits were 
introduced to the fair. A new 
exhibition hall allowed for even 
more displays 

Eventually, the Maryland 
Jockey Club of Pimlico gained 
control over this Timonium 
Fair and the Maryland State 
Fair was born 

This year, modern fairgoers 
will be able to sample some of 
Maryland's finest foods, take in 
home art exhibits, see livestock 
presentations, agricultural 
demonstrations, enjoy midway 
thrills and watch horse racing 

And, of course, the fair has 
grown some from its humble be- 
ginnings.

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says it 
happens 15,000 times a year 
That's how often the 
comptroller’s Sales and Use 
Tax Division sends a sales tax 
license to a new business. ‘‘Now 
we are sending those new busi- 
nesses a complete sales tax kit 
to help them through the maze 
of calculating, collecting and 
sending in the sales taxes they 
collect for the state,"’ he said 

Along with their licenses the 
businesses will receive the kit in 
the form of a handy file folder, 
encouraging them to keep all 
sales tax materials together 

“The kit type format is 
handy, and it consolidates a 
wealth of information to help 
vendors collect the tax properly 

neither overcharging their 
customers nor failing to collect 
taxes required by law," Gold- 
stein said. ‘‘Taxpayer edu- 
cation always pays off in the 
long run. People make fewer 
mistakes, and they all pay their 
fair share of the tax burden.” 

Business experts also com- 
mend the new tax kit and 
praised the comptrollier's 
efforts to simplify the tax filing 
process for businesses 

“Maryland's new sales tax kit 
will be especially helpful to 
small businesses and for those 
who are new to the retail or 
manufacturing sector,"’ said J 
Randall Evans, secretary of 
Economic and Employment 
Development 

Miles Cole, director of busi- 
ness affairs for the Maryland 
Chamber of Commerce, said, 
“These businesses need all the 
help they can get. It's a great 
step forward to make the maze 
of regulations understandable ."’ 

The new tax kit is the result of 
an outgoing study of errors 
made on sales tax returns and 
feedback from businesses, ‘It's 
ali designed Ww make tie 
process easier for them," Gold- 
stein said

of sales and use tax laws, and a

To Discuss Gypsy Moth Solutions 


Discusses GH EN 
Tower Project 


The United States Air Force 
held a meeting last Thursday 
evening at Garrett Community 
College to discuss plans for 
locating a Ground Wave Emer- 
gency Network (GWEN) tower 
near McHenry 

The GWEN tower is a relay 
station which will occupy 
approximately 11 acres and will 
include a 299 foot tower, guy 
wires, fences and three small 
shelters, which will be about the 
size of a pickup truck with a 
camper located on the bed of 
the truck. 

The GWEN tower is an un- 
manned, automated data 
system which relays emer- 
gency and wartime messages 
among national command 
authorities, strategic military 
facilities such as radars and 
command posts, and Strategic 
Air Command bases. The com- 
munication systems ensure that 
messages reach top military 
leaders and operational! forces. 

The GWEN tower in McHenry 
is just one of 40 towers in the 
final phase of a 96 nationwide 
tower network to be con- 
structed. The towers are 
located at 150-200 mile inter- 
vals. Two towers are already 
located in Hagerstown 
Annapolis 

The tower is immune to the 
effects of an electro-magnetic 
pulse, which is what is 
generated if a nuclear device 
were to be detonated within 300 
nautical miles of the United 
States. If such an event were to 
occur, conventional methods of 
communication would be 
impossible. The network of 
GWEN towers would continue 
to operate, enabling military 
leaders to receive messages 

“The Air Force is here to 
install a tower with the 
capability to fulfill the present 
needs to communicate with the 
strategic forces and to keep in 
touch with the National Com- 
mand Authority,’’ Major 
Robert T. Ranhofer, the Air 
Force representative, said 
“The tower would be used in

Even though there was a sub- 
stantial increase in the work- 
force in June, with 49,681 more 
people employed, an additional 
13,810 people were found 
unemployed.

However, 
comparing June 1988 with June 
1989, the U.S. unemployment 
rate remained unchanged at 5.5 
percent, while Maryland's rate 
declined slightly from 4.6 to 4.3 
percent 

Garrett County's jobless rate 
increased slightly, from 7.7 per- 
cent in May to 8.0 percent in 
June, but the June rate was 
significantly lower than the 
June 1988 rate of 9.5 percent 
There were actually over 400 
more persons employed in June 
than in May (12,432 to 12,010),

Environmental impact 
concerns will be taken into con- 
sideration in the search for the 
site and the area will not be 
near recreational areas such as 
Deep Creek Lake, or near state 
parks, residential areas, land- 
fills or airports 

“We try to work with the local 
people,’’ Ranhofer said 
“Cooperation between the Air 
Force and local residents is a

“This project will ultimately 
help the Air Force by providing

Those of us who are at least 30 years old can 
remember the race riots of the 60's, when many of 
our cities were in flames, people were being beaten 
and killed, businesses were being looted, and the 
National Guard was summoned on several occasions 
to help quell the activity. The riots and 
demonstrations were part of a massive civil rights 
movement that led to various forms of racial 
integration and other major reforms. 

Most of us thought that the events of those days 
were something that would never recur, that the 
nation had learned its lesson, and that our elected 
officials would see to it that the injustices that 
caused the problems in the first place would never 
be allowed to resurface. 

Unfortunately, we are beginning to see a 
resurgence of racial tensions and activity in our 
cities that probably have the potential of erupting 
into fullscale rioting. There has been a regression, 
as the anger and hatred of those dark days 
apparently have been reincarnated in a new 
generation of young people who were not around 
during the riots of the 60’s. Perhaps our government 
leaders have become a bit too complacent in matters 
of civil rights and it is time to bear down once again 
with some new initiatives. Perhaps President Bush 
should become more vocal and more insistent on the 
issue 

But the sad fact of the matter is that, while laws 
can be made to protect people against acts of 
prejudice and bigotry, attitudes and feelings of 
individuals cannot be controlled by legislation. Even 
though a white restaurant owner can be forced by 
law to serve blacks, for example, the law cannot 
force that owner to like it, or to teach his children 
that prejuduce is wrong; which brings us to the 
heart of the problem — the home. If young people 
are raised by bigots, then the chances are great that 
they, too, will be bigots. No amount of legislation can 
change that. 

Yet the only recourse seems to be stronger 
enforcement of the civil rights laws, to show that one 
who commits acts of racial violence will pay a dear 
price. Also, efforts to provide better education, 
employment, protection, and more opportunities for 
a better way of life for all of our citizens, regardless 
of race, must be accelerated.

Recently there have been a 
number of newspaper articles 
locally dealing with the subject 
of the gypsy moth and potential 
increased insecticide spraying 
to deal with its infestation in 
western Maryland. I believe 
that several points have been 
overlooked or need to be 
stressed 

1. The gypsy moth is here to 
stay. No efforts will be success- 
ful in eradicating «the moth 
totally, and so we must turn our 
attention to assessing the 
impact of the moth honestly, 
and then develdp strategies ta 
deal with the impact in a 
responsible manner 

2. Yes, the gypsy moth is a 
scourge, but it is not an all- 
devouring plague which will 
leave our forests dead in its 
wake The gypsy moth has dis- 
tinct feeding preferences, and 


while oaks are preferred 
species, the moths will hardly 
touch black locust, yellow 
birches, ash, tulip poplar, hem- 
locks and other common forest 


species. It is jist plain wrong to 
leave the impression that our 
forests are doomed to uniform 
destruction by the gypsy moth 
‘1. Trees which die after defoli- 
ation by the gypsy moth are not 
killed directly by the moths 
The trees are weakened by the 
defoliation, particularly when 
combined with drought, but suc- 
cumb to subsequent infection by 


and avoiding root compaction 
(to which oaks are especially 


susceptible). Logging oper- 
ations, such as timber stand 
improvement cuts, typically 


cause much of these kinds of 
damage to nearby trees, and so 
will increase mortality of 
remaining trees 

4. Much has been written 
lately about the decision to use 
the pesticides ‘‘Bt" or to use 
Dimilin. Bt is a bacterial poison 
which kills only the larvae of 
butterflies and moths. Dimilin 
is an insect growth regulator 
which is lethal to all insects, 
whether terrestrial or aquatic, 
and to related animals such as 
crayfish and crabs. Addition- 
ally, Dimilin may persist for 
many months on leaves and can 
enter streams when leaves fall 
in the autumn 

Not too much is known yet 
about Dimilin's effects on the 
insects which birds and fish eat 
It is known that as little as the 
equivalent of 1 drop of Dimilin 
in 137,500 gallons of water will 
kill many of the stream insects 
upon which trout feed. If we 
spray large acreages of our 
forests with Dimilin, we must 
envision a future with fewer 
fish, and also a future with 
fewer of the forest birds, like 
warblers, which feed upon 
insects in the forest trees. We 
must then envision ourselves 
being much poorer as a result 
5. We have to change this 
‘siege mentality’’ which the 
recent articles seem to pro 
mote. Our forests will survive, 
whether we spray or not, but 
they may become much less 
diverse and healthy in terms of 
their vital anima! components if 
we declare all-out chemical 
warfare. There are other op 
tions, including altering the

Forest Service researchers in 
Morgantown, W.Va., have de 
vised management guidelines 
for forest in our regions faced 
with gypsy moth attack. The 
prescriptions focus on perina- 
nently reducing the oak 
component of our forests and 
removing trees which are 
diseased or infested with the 
chestnut borer. We in western 
Maryland should be focusing 
our attention on these manage- 
ment strategies, not pleading 
for more money to blanket the 
region with a toxic cloud of 
Dimilin. If we want to plead for 
more money, we should ask for

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Adults don't have time for a higher education or some 
think. Adults are busy; they have jobs; they raise children; they 
run a household. Because these adults responsibilities are 
ordinary, we tend to diminish their importance. Yet they are the 
watershed that separates experienced adults from inexperienced 
youth. Experience is a great teacher, and what we learn through 
experience has significant value. Many people don't realize that 
their experience may be worth academic credit at colleges all 
across the country 

GCC is starting a brand new program a system of 
evaluating and awarding credit for prior experience. Some people 
are self-made. You may not have attended college, yet you may 
hold a position of responsibility within your chosen field and per- 
form ably jobs associated with college-level study. The College 
has divised procedures by which you can demonstrate that you 
have learning equivalent to classroom learning. If you can 
successfully demonstrate college-level learning, you can receive 
academic credit 

If you have served in the armed forces, you have probably 
earned college credit and don't know it. The American Council on 
Education in cooperation with the branches of the military 
service has developed evaluation guides to help educators 
determine the academic worth of military training and occupa- 
tions. Sometimes the amount of credit military personnel earn 
toward a college degree is considerable. Air Force veterans have 
special access to academic credit through the Community College 
of the Air Force. CCAF is fully accredited, maintains records of 
Air Force personnel, and automatically translates their military 
training into academic credit. Without being aware that they

Force. To get this credit transferred to your local community 
college, you only need to write CCAF and request that your 
academic transcript be sent to GCC’s Registrar. Credit awarded 
through CCAF is automatically transferable 

Perhaps you have been a participant in a training program 
conducted by a major American corporation or agency. The 
American Council on Education has cooperated with many 
leading companies and agencies in reviewing and evaluating 
their training programs for academic credit. These evaluations 
are listed in a guide book available to educators. Some examples 
include business courses through the American Management 
Association and banking courses through the American Institute 
of Banking 

Another source of advanced college credit is the College 
Level Examination Program (CLEP). This is a nationally admin- 
istered testing program developed by the Educational Testing 
Service at Princeton, N.J. The program consists of five general 
examinations and numerous subject examinations. If you have 
been self taught or have acquired learning through experience, 
you can take a CLEP test. If you pass the examination, most 
colleges throughout the country will grant you academic credit in 
the subject area of the exam 

The CLEP general examinations cover English, mathematics, 
natural sciences, the social sciences, and the ere The 


specific examinations include such STbjétt aréasKs ‘Susines” 


accounting, management, foreign languages, American history, 
different aspects of literature, various sciences, and most of the 
social sciences. Examinations are inexpensive and are offered 
regionally

Exhibit To Open At GCC Campus 


Beverly McKaye 


‘African Art and Musical 
Instruments,"’ one of the most 
unusual art exhibits ever to 
appear in Garrett County, will 
open next week in the gallery of 
Garrett Community College, 
McHenry Campus. The exhibit, 
which includes over 5 pieces of 
African art work and instru- 
ments, is being shown in con 
junction with the Festival of 
Africa at Frostburg State Uni- 
versity from September 20-30, 
and is being sponsored by Gar- 
rett Community College and the 
Garrett Lakes Arts Festival. 


According to Ron Skidmore, 
assistant professor of art and 
coordinator of the exhibit, the 
show at GCC will open Sep 
tember 8 at 7:30 p.m. with a 
slide presentation and talk on 
the Shona Stone Sculptures of 
Zimbabwe by guest speaker 
Beverly McKaye. Mrs. McKaye 
was born in Zimbabwe and 
spent most of her life in Africa 
She holds a degree in education 
from Chelsea College in Eng- 
land, and currently resides in 
Vale Summit with her son and 
husband, who is director of the 
Allegany County Environ- 
mental Lab 

Skidmore stated that this 
exhibit of both traditional and 
modern art is probably the most 
valuable one the college has 
ever had. Art objects and 
instruments displayed are from 


the collections of the McKaye’s, 
and of Dr. Philip and Susan 
Allen, and Polly and David 
Dean of Frostburg 

In addition to four Shona 
stone sculptures carved of 
black basalt, the exhibit in- 
cludes wood sculptures and four 
barbaras, carved wooden head- 
dresses used in tribal cere 
monies. Also displayed are a 
number of small brass and 
wooden figures, woven 
tapestries, printed textiles, and 
paintings. One of the older 
traditional art forms exhibited 
is the carved granary door. 
Unusual musical instruments 
on display include a xylophone 
and small finger piano, mbira, 
lute, balafone, and drums 

During the time of the African 
Exhibit in the gallery, another 
exhibit of African art will be 
displayed in the college library 
Items from the collection of 
faculty member Beth Hurley 
who served with the Peace 
Corps in Africa will include tie- 
dyed clothing, palm wine cups, 
jewelry, carved wooden box 
and other objects, bronze work, 
embroidered table cloths, and 
masks 

Funding for the African Art 
Exhibit has been made possible 
in part by grants from the Gar- 
rel County Arts Council, the 
Maryland Arts Council, and the 
Maryland Humanities Council, 
an affiliate of the National 
Endowment for Humanities.

Noel Obenshain's weather 
station at his home, 
‘“Danovista,”’ in the Hazelhurst 
section of Deep Creek Lake, has 
revealed some unusual 
temperature swings for the past 
several months 

Obenshain, an inventor who 
has nearly 100 patents, has a 
‘“‘Computemp" temperature 
indicator, with sensors outside 
on his front porch, and inside in 
his living room 

The indicator automatically 
switches its display every three 
seconds to show outside 
temperature, inside tempera- 
ture, and clock time. By push- 
ing appropriate buttons, it will 
also display the lowest and 
highest temperatures of the day 
and give the exact times at 
which they occur, to the exact 
minute, a.m. or p.m. A selector 
switch also permits showing 
several other locations, 
Tecimitvre tameelhree Sabmr 
collectors on his roof 

The highest temperature this 
summer so far was 88 degrees 
F, Sunday, July 23, at 4:36 p.m 
The lowest temperature was 40 
degrees F, Wednesday, August 
9, at 4:26 a.m 

The high temperature for 
Monday, August 7, was 66 
degrees at 12:01 a.m., (mid- 
night), and the low temperature 
for the same day was 47 degrees 
at 7:22 a.m., a drop of 19 
degrees over night.

Record Number 
Of Students And 
Staff At FSI 


A record number of new 
faculty and professional staff 
have joined the ranks of Frost- 
burg State University 
employees, FSU President 
Herb. F. Reinhard reported at 
Tuesday's annual faculty-staff 
assembly, which serves to 
introduce new faculty and staff 
and generally set the tone for 
the academic year ahead. A 
record of nearly 5,000 students 
began classes this week at both 
FSU campuses, in Frostburg 
and Hagerstown 

Some 50 new faculty and pro- 
fessional staff members, 
including both full-time 
budgesed- - and men teectusl 
positions have been hired by the 
University while overall, 
compared to three years ago, 
the combined number of profes- 
sional staff and faculty has 
jumped over 26 percent this 
year 

“Just examining the new pro- 
fessionals hired this year,” 
noted Reinhard, ‘‘with an 
estimated annual salary of $1.5 
million and a 1.7 multiplier 
there will be $2.5 million 
economic impact on Allegany 
County in terms of housing, food 
sales and taxes." 

Noting payroll increases, he 
said over the past four years, 
FSU's overall payroll has 
climbed by $9.6 million repre- 
senting a 54 percent increase 

On FSU's record 5,000 student 
enrollment, Reinhard touted 
other figures associated with 
the student body. He cited a 
jump in SAT scores by 25 points 
over last year, and 43 points 
since 1987. He also said since 
the fall of 1985, FSU has had a 
whopping 67 percent increase in 
transfer and freshmen appli- 
cations. “Our visibility and 
track record has spread across 
the state,"’ said Reinhard 

The President also pointed 
out the dramatic progress and 
growth the University has 
experienced in the last four 
years (since F'Y '86) in annual 
state appropriations by 
reporting that state funding has 
jumped #4 percent or by $5.9 
million and that FSU's own 
operating budget has increased 
in the samme period by 49 percent 
of $13 million. Noting payroll 
increases, he said over the past 
four years, FSU's overall pay- 
roll has climbed by $9.6 million 
representing a 54 percent 
increase 

Among FSU's new faculty 
members, many of whom were 
recruited from prestigious 
universities like Princeton, 
Rutgers and North Carolina, 
represent for the first time 
FSU's increasing strengths in 
gioba! affairs. New faculty, for 
example, include a psychology 
instructor who specializes in 
multi-cultural research, a 
biologist who has studied 
panthers in Brazil and a forest 
ecologist who has worked in 
Costa Rica 

“Some of the new faculty 
hired have also enabled FSU to 
efter critical release time from 
teaching loads to a few long- 
time professors to travel 
abroad for research and 
cooperative programs the 
University is developing in 
nations like Malawi and 
Nicaragua 

In a membership and orienta- 
tion program begun last year, 
new faculty are paired with sea-

Stir-frying involves cooking foods 
quickly over high heat with just a small amount of vegetable oil, either in a wok or 
heavy skillet. In addition to holding nutrients, stir-fried foods maintain their flavor 


and color as well. 


The key to successful stir-frying is to chop the vegetables and/or “yeat you 
are preparing into very thin or small pieces. Cutting vegetables on tne bias or in 


julienne strips provides more surface area that speeds cooking 


» or optimum 


tenderness, meat should be sliced very thinly across the grain, which is easier if you 
freeze the meat until just firm (about 45-60 minutes) and use a veiy sharp knife. 
Since stir-fry foods cook so quickly, be sure to have al! ,our ingredients 
ready before you start. Some vegetables may need to be stearned for a short 
time before you can stir-fry them. The usual order of stir-fry cooking is : first,

Center 


lhe Garrett Community Job 
Placement Center has received 
a grant to continue its second 
year of operation. The grant 
from the state utilizes federal 
funds from the Carl D. Perkins 
Vocational Education Act 

The Job Placement Center, 
opened in January of this year, 
is housed in the Center for Com- 
munity and Continuing 
Education at the College. A 
year-end report shows that the 
Center is successful in obtain- 
ing jobs for students 

During the first six months of 
operation, interviews were 
arranged for 51 of 55 placement 

‘iter applicants. The inter- 
views resulted in successful 
placement of 43 applicants 
According to Sandy Major, 
coordinator of the Center, the 
number of students and com- 
munity members served and 
placed is expected to grow 
dramatically as knowledge 
about GCC's services increases 

Between January and June, 
staff of the center worked with 
52 local employers and listed 
108 job openings. It has also 
referred students to openings 
listed in the want ads and with 
the Maryland State Office of 
Employment Service. Since 
some college training programs 
welfare related, welfare 
clients represented 36 percent 
of GCC placements. The college 
expects that this percentage 
will grow in the future 

Employers and job seekers 
using the Job Placernent Center 
were surveyed in June. One 
hundred percent of employers 
responding to the survey 
indicated that they were 
pleased with the services pro 
vided and that they would use 
the Center again. Ninety-eight 
percent of the students who 
were surveyed expressed their 
sutisfaction with the center and 
their appreciation of the 
services offered, Ms. Major

Contract Awarded 

Adele Wilzack, R.N., MS., 
Secretary of the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH) 
announces that for the third 
year in a row, DHMH has 
awarded a $10,000 contract to 
the National Center for 
Pathological Gambling, Inc., of 
Baltimore to operate the 
Gambling Hotline in Maryland 

“There are approximately 
200,000 Marylanders with a 
severe gambling problem 
resulting in financial ruin, 
broken homes and medical 
complications,"’ said Valerie C 
Lorenz, Ph.D., director of the 
National Center. ‘One in four 
compulsive gamblers tries to 
commit suicide. Others resort 
to criminal activities. Compul- 
sive gambling is a very serious, 
devastating illness," said Dr 
Lorenz 

From July 1, 1988 to June 30, 
1989, the hotline received 
approximately 971 legitimate 
calls — not including hang-ups, 
wrong numbers, etc. Over 700 
calls were made by compulsive 
gamblers or close family mem- 
bers. About 10 percent of the 
calls veere made by a geanbler's. 
lawyer, therapist, prison 
counselor or close friend. 

“Our staff receives all kinds 
of calls — from gamblers who 
want to stop but don't know 
how, from wives who are on the 
verge of nervous breakdowns, 
and students who lose their 
tuition money to bookies,"’ said 
Dr. Lorenz. “Employers have 
called wanting to know where to 
file complaints because they 
see their employees losing 
entire paychecks to poker 
machines,"’ she added 

Hotline staffers are seeing an 
increase in calls about illegal 
activities, such as allegations of 
skimming (under-reporting of 
gambling revenues) by Prince 
George's County casinos, the 
existence of after-hours clubs in 
Baltimore City and Baltimore 
County, payoffs on illegal poker 
machines, tip jars and pull tabs 
in the Hagerstown area, and 
illegal numbers in all urban 
areas 

According to Dr. Lorenz, both 
legal and illegal gambling is 
pervasive in Maryland. She 
praises law enforcement 
agencies for the cooperation 
they have shown the National 
Center. ‘‘They have assisted us 
in every way necessary during 
suicide calls or when callers 
received threats of physical 
harm from bookies and loan- 
sharks," said Dr. Lorenz 

Some callers request general 
information on compulsive 
gambling, often for academic 
research papers. Mental health 
counselors ask for help in treat- 
ing a compulsive gambler or 
family member 

Other callers often have 
serious concerns about 
gambling. “One serviceman 
needed to attend Gamblers 
Anonymous in order to be given 
leave, a gambling addict sent to 
jail has a cellmate who is an 
active gambler, another person 
feared arrest because he had a 
slot machine in his basement,’ 
said Dr. Lorenz 

An analysis of last year's 
calls of compulsive gamblers 
shows that casino, race track 
and sports bettors tend to be 
employed, white males. Poker 
machine, lottery and bingo 
addicts were mostly under- or 
unemployed gamblers who 
lacked insurance to pay for 

“We were surprised to learn 
that one-third of the slot 
machine addicts were males 

We were also surprised at the 

high incidence of lottery 

addicts, both male and female, 
in Maryland,” said Dr. Lorenz 

The National Center for 








Pathological Gambling, Inc., is 
a non-profit organization 
specializing in treatment, edu- 
cation, training and research. It 
operates the statewide hotline 
24 hours a day, year-round 
Callers requesting treatment 
are referred to professional 
treatment programs and pri- 
vate practitioners, as well as to 
Gamblers Anonymous and 
GamAnon 

The hotline receives an 
average of 100 calls per month. 
All calls are kept confidential

For example, in language, the 
average grade equivalent score 
for third grade girls was 4.1 
while for boys it was 3.7. By the 
eighth grade, the scores for 
girls was 10.8 and for boys 9.6 
slightly more than one year in 
grade equivalent terms

and black students show «a 
widening gap over time, and 
Asian students outscored both 
In third grade mathematics, the 
average grade equivalent score 
for Asian students was 4.2, and 
for black students it was 3.3. In 
the eighth grade, the Asian 
students scored 12.5 compared 
with 8.8 for black students 

Asian students consistently 
outscored all other students, 
and their rise in scores as they

(SBDC) at Garrett Community

The SBDC offers services in 
three areas: counseling, 
courses and a resource center 
with information on starting a 
small business 

‘We provide counseling 
services to entrepreneurs, we 
offer individual advice and we 
can provide suggestions for 
contacts for financing. We also 
have classes and seminars 
available on financing and 
management,"' said Lowell 
Bender, director of Continuing 
Education 

“The college views having an 
interest in small business 
development as a partnership 
with the community. We want 
to be a partner in the future of 
the area,” he said. ‘We have 
about 50 clients throughout the 
county and the center is open lo 
anyone who desires 
assistance." 

The SBDC is organized under 
the Department of Continuing 
Education and is associated 
with the Small Business 
Association. Beverly Wilkins 
and John Gould are co-<directors 
of the SBDC, which has now 
been open for one year 

The center has provided 
services to a variety of 
businesses in the area 
including restaurants, clothing 
stores and even a veterinary 
clinic and will also provide 
services to existing businesses

business plan that includes a 
description of the business, a 
marketing plan and a financial 
plan 

The center has available a 
complete resource library of 
information from the Small 
Business Association on 
managing and financing a 
small business 

Courses and seminars on 
managing and financing a 
small business are offered 
through the Department of 
Continuing Education. As a 
client recognizes a need and 
makes a request for a course 
that is not offered, the 
Department of Continuing 
Education will try to organize a 
course or seminar 

Bender explained that while 
various businesses may differ, 
Continuing Education can 
develop a course or seminar 
that addresses similar needs of 
businesses 


“John is our inside person, 
and Beverly is our outside 
liaison,"’ Bender explained 
‘*Beverly assists with 
counseling clients and is in 
charge of promoting the center 
John puts together projects and 
helps to the goals and 
determine the direction of the 
center." 

Gould conceived the idea for 
the SBDC from his experiences 
as a teacher of business 
courses. ‘‘I taught small 
business courses and realized 
that the best way for students to 
learn was to have the student 
develop a small business plan 
Several of the students were 
very serious about beginning a 
small business and the SBDC 
just generated itself out of the 
course work,"’ he explained 

Gould has a masters in 
management from California 
State University in California 
He helped to start a computer 
company and worked in sales 
management at CBS television 
network in Los Angeles and is 
now an assistant professor of 
business administration at 
Garrett Community College 

1 “Raf at “tt ~center 
anyone who comes in seeking 
assistance. I help coordinate 
with the Small Business 
Association and work with 
continuing education to develop 
courses,"’ Gould said 

“I have helped quite a few 
people start businesses, but I 
have also had to help clients 
decide not to go into business. It 
helps them to save a lot of 
money, because going into 
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business is a big risk. I would 
estimate that two-thirds to 
three quarters of the persons I 
talk to decide not to go into 
business,"’ he said. ‘Mainly, I 
try to help the local people take 
advantage of the extraordinary 
growth in our area." 

Beverly Wilkins has a 
masters in art from Ohio 
University in economics with an 
emphasis in computer 
information systems. She has 
experience in consulting with 
businesses and setting up 
computer systems and has 
worked as a general manager of 
small businesses. She is 
currently lecturing courses in 
marketing and computer 
applications at Frostburg State 
University 

Wilkins assists in counseling 
clients of the center and does 
promotions for the center 

Bender cautioned that while 
the SBDC helps many clients 
begin their smal) businesses, 
many clients have to be advised 
to not go into business. He also 
stressed that the SBDC does not 
provide legal or accounting 
services, but can provide a list 
of lawyers or accountants in the 
area 

A number of community 
agencies have provided support 
and funds for the SBDC, 
including the Garrett County 
Commissioners who have 
provided funds; Garrett 
Community College, which has 
provided funds and resources;

Vosquitoes Spread 
Sleeping Sickness 


lo State’s Horses 

Viral Encephalitis, also 
known as Sleeping Sickness, 
has struck horses on 
Maryland's Eastern Shore in 
and Somerset 
Four cases have been 
observed by veterinarians in 
these locations. Laboratory 
confirmation is underway to 
identify the causative virus 
type 

Viral Encephalitis often 
occurs during the late summer 
and early fall seasons until the 
first few frosts. The virus cir- 
culates in a bird-mosquito-bird 
cycle with viral “spill over” 
into horses and people. Horses 
and people are victims of this 
viral disease but they are not 
involved in the spread of the 
disease. Captive wild birds such 
as those on game farms often 
are affected with the eastern 
viral type 

Protection and control of 
viral encephalitis is dependent 
on the following actions 

1. Local and area mosquito 
control measures. The Mary 
land Department of Agriculture 
ie intensifving their field spray 
ing to kill mosquitos 

2. Persons should use 
repellents to protect themselves 
from mosquitoes, especially 
people who are outside a great

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Hints To Growers

Potatoes 


You should be checking the size of your potatoes to see if the 
are the size you desire. If they are, you should kil! the vines now 
Killing the vine does not help potatoes mature but does help i 
firming up the skin. This will help prevent bruising at harves' 
time. Potatoes should not be dug until the vines have been dead 
10-14 days. Des-i-Cate or Paraquat herbicides may be used to kil! 
the vines. Make sure you read the label carefully for restriction 
and application rates. 

Apple Scab 

Scab is a fungus disease that seems to always be a pest or 
fruit trees. This year the disease was even worse due to the wet 
humid weather. Symptoms are brown spots on leaves, scabs on 
fruit and lesions on branches. Prevention is the most effective 
control. This means it will be necessary to have a spray schedule 
Use one of the following fungicides: Mancozeb 80W, Benlate 
SOWP, or Bayleton SOW. The first spray application should be 
when the blossoms are in tight cluster, the next application right 
after petal drop, followed by applications every 7-14 days 
depending on weather conditions. Some orchardist spray at full 
bloom; however, this could be harmful to the bee population. This 
fall you should clean up all of the fruit and leaves on the ground 
In late winter prune the severely infected branches from the tree 
Most insecticides will mix with the fungicides 

Gypsy Moth Update 

The Gypsy Moth activity is now over until next spring 
however, there is a huge population of egg masses. A lot of people 
have been calling for information on how to kill the eggs. | am 
sorry to say that at this time there is no recommended pesticide 
that will destroy the eggs. Some people have been reporting to me 
that they are spraying concentrate liquid detergent on the egg 
mass and ii appears to be destroying the mass. Also, some folks 
are spraying the egg mass with diluted chiorox. Although it is 
very time consuming, scraping the egg masses into a can of 
kerosene and burning them is a sure way of killing the eggs. Each 
€gg mass could potentially contain a thousand caterpillars; there 
fore, each mass destroyed would certainly help 

Recently, the County Commissioners appointed a Gypsy 
Moth Task Force, which I serve as chairman, to make recom 
mendations for next year’s suppression program. If you have sug- 
gestions, please feel free to contact me at 334-1990. As the commit 
tee makes progress on developing a program we will keep you 
informed through ‘Hints to the Grower."’

Announces New System Of 


Giving Credit For Work Experience 


A new system of awarding 
college credit for learning 
acquired through work exper- 
lence is being implemented by 
Garrett Community College 
this fall semester. According to 
Joan B. Crawford, director of 
enrollment development, this 
new systern should open the 
door to higher education to 
many persons who have never 
taken college classes. 

For a number of years, GCC 
has awarded credit to students 
who successfully pass the 
CLEP and AP examinations in 
subject areas, and to those 
whose military training can be 
equated to college credit in 
accordance with evaluation 
guides developed by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education 

Now, for the first time, it will 
be possible for a student who 
has had significant experience 
in a particular occupation, in 
certain kinds of volunteer work, 
or, possibly, in the home, to 
have the learning acquired 
through this experience 
evaluated and college credit 
awarded 

“This is a way of recognizing 
the significant learning that can 
take place in # non-academic 
setting,’’ Crawford stated. “We 
will now have the mechanism to 
evaluate this learning."’ 

Three options have been set 
forth in the new plan for 
crediting experiential learning 
In addition to the standardized 
tests and ACE evaluation, a 
student will now be able to 
choose from three other 
methods of evaluation: GCC 
challenge exams, performance 
evaluations, and portfolio 
development and evaluation 

According to Crawford, under 
certain conditions, a challenge 


exam in a given course can be 
constructed for a particular 
student who has had experience 
in the subject field. Per- 
formance evaluations will 
likely be used in “hands-on” 
and skills courses. Portfolio 
development and evaluation 
will be a comprehensive 
activity in self-assessment in 
which the student will attend a 
seminar and work in conjunc- 
tion with a faculty member to 
assemble and document the 
evidence of learning.
